Newhall Series 

Plan to Boycott 
‘S.F. Chronicle’ 


An organizational meeting 
was held last night, February 
27, at the home of Randy Stall¬ 
ings to plan a response to the 
columns of Scott Newhall in 
the S.F. Chronicle. 

Newhall, a former editor of 
the Chronicle has published his 
third piece attacking — in un¬ 
common prose — both Mayor 
Feinstein and the city’s Gay 
community. 

A boycott of the Chronicle is 
planned for a two-week period, 
April 1-15. 

Stallings told the B.A.R., 
“Newhall is a clear incitement 
to violence against the Gay and 
Lesbian communities. The 
Chronicle, in its desire to pro¬ 
voke enough controversy to 


increase its readership, has 
launched several vicious at¬ 
tacks on the Gay community 
and women including the re¬ 
cent series “Sex in the Streets” 
by Charles McCabe and several 
columns by Scott Newhall. 

“While we support their con¬ 
stitutional right to print what¬ 
ever they choose,” Stallings 
continued, “we also have the 
right not to financially support 
them. A two-week boycott 
would cost the Chronicle 
enough money to make them 
think twice before printing 
more vicious, distorted pieces 
of yellow journalism designed 
to encourage bigotry and civic 
disunity.” 

Stallings is the local coordi¬ 
nator of the Unitarian Univer- 
salist Service Committee.

Operation Concern Recoups

The Board of Directors and supporters of Operation Concern were determined last week not to let 
the city’s primary Gay charity and social service suffer. On the heels of the shocking revelation that 
their former Treasurer, Harry Emmons, had disappeared and that up to $20,000 was missing, the 
group mounted a major successful fundraiser.

Check your verbal hangups and mystical paranoia at the 
door when you cross the threshold to talk about homosexuals 
as cops, according to Officer Ted Schlink, mediaman for 
Recruiting in the San Francisco Police Department. 


Officer Schlink, 29, has been 
on the SFPD nine years. Be¬ 
fore assignment to Recruitment 
he did some of the city’s most 
dangerous police work. He was 
awarded the ribbon and Medal 
of Valor when, despite 
immediate danger to his own 
life, he held his fire out of con¬ 
sideration for nearby pedestri¬ 
ans. He has been robbed up to 
140 times as a longhair under¬ 
cover agent south of Market 
Street, kicked, cuffed, cut, 
stabbed. Conviction rate for 
those cases was near 95%. 
That is where Schlink gained 
his enormous and primary re¬ 
spect for the police officer’s 
backup partners. 

“The first time an officer calls 
for help,” said Schlink, “that’s 


the most important difference, 
not whether the officer is Gay, 
gray, pink, blue, black, or 
straight.” 

He went underground south 
of Market Street to. hunt a 
leather killer of Gays. At the 
time it got no publicity, years 
before “Cruising” came out. 
He wore a complete leather 
outfit. There were seven officer 
decoys and one of them was 
murdered before Schlink 
caught the killer, who was 
Black, not Gay. 

Early in his career he volun¬ 
teered, concurrent with his 
other duties, to become a 
member of the Special 
Weapons & Tactics team,

Police Recruiter Welcomes Gays 


Gays joining the police force ... 
San Francisco was hot news, 
and there were some mildly- 
bored locker room jokes of a 
goodnatured kind (like Nancy 
Reagan’s “all these beautiful 
white people” gush), as there 
were when women entered the 
Academy, as there were when 
Blacks entered the Academy, 
as there were when Chicanos 
entered the Academy. They 
have all made good cadets and 
students, and it has worked 
well in’ the neighborhoods, so 
Officer Schlink is blase about 
the Gay matter. 

“Nobody really cares,” he

Gays, says Officer Schlink, 
are solid material for becoming 
the best kind of officers. There 
is a particular quality they look 
for in Recruitment, and when 
police units drive through Gay 
neighborhoods, this is what 
they report seeing: Gay men 


condition and tone. This fore¬ 
tells that they will make strong 
back-up officers for a colleague 
in trouble. 


As for bravery, or lack of 
heart under stress in the homo¬ 
sexual “nature,” Officer 
Schlink observed, “I think all of 
us are basically guilelessly pas¬ 
sive and receptive, but I don’t 
think it has anything to do with 
sexuality.” “I’ve been there,” 
he admitted, and challenged in 
a way which made me admit it 
too. “I’ve been there, and I 
haven’t thought about my girl¬ 
friend!” Yet in the moment of 
fire, as part of the police unit, 
Gays would be the kind of 
back-up officers a veteran 
would want. 

Gays in the Police Depart¬ 
ment is not new anymore. A 
year ago when Ted Schlink 
came to work at Recruiting,

added, which cracked me up. 

But when Ted Schlink got 
serious, this is what he said: 
“Let me tell you something. 
Gays are in good shape. In 
addition, they’re pretty well 
educated. They have the attri¬ 
butes to make good officers.” 

“You sound admiring of 
their potential to be superior 
officers,” I said. 

“Absolutely positive,” said 
Schlink. “They will back up an¬ 
other cop. That’s what it comes 
down to.” 

Then he alluded to that 
phantom-like nucleus some¬ 
where in the bowels of the 
SFPD, “the diehards”: “We 
got the diehards. Anytime you 
have change, you’re gonna 
have those who don’t want to 
change. This is true on both 
sides. The Gays say in the 
Castro that the police have a 
cellar in the Mission St. station. 
Gays on the force is going to 
put an end to every memory of 


the word is going to spread, 
there is no cellar in the Mission 
St. station where they beat 
Gays. It’s helped in the black 
community. The people have 
more awareness. There are 
more and more people who 
are able to say, ‘no, that’s not 
the way it was.’” 

which handles the variety of 
problems like hostage-sniper 
situations or Dan White riots at 
City Hall. He has leaped five 
stories off a roof firing a sub¬ 
machine gun on his way down 
at a certain hostage window. At 
that time he was tied at the 
waist and dependent on his 
backup officer on the ground to 
control his fall. 

Schlink ticked off the physi¬ 
cal performance required of 
candidates for the Police 
Academy: 

“Obstacle course fashion, 
run 50 feet, drag 140 lb. 
dummy 50 feet, place 140 lb. 
dummy on top of 2 foot high 
platform, run 300 feet, scale 
six-foot wall, walk the length of 
a standard balance beam, run 
300 feet, grasp and squeeze 
with one hand a grip strength 
measuring device.” 

He is enthusiastic about 
police work. “It is really a very 
humanistic job,” he said. 
“There’s not much difference 
between wearing a uniform 
and wearing a sport jacket.” 

Ted Schlink shines his five 
point silver star #1509 with ap¬ 
parent pleasure, and he’s 
studying law at night. He’s a 
part of San Francisco as it is: 
“Gays are a viable force in this 
town. It doesn’t matter what it’s 
like in other parts of the coun¬ 
try, not to mention L.A. Be¬ 
lieve me, the biggest issue, 
when you get to work, is, 


that kind of thinking. The Gay where you gonna eat, who gets 
community is going to know, to drive.”

An Open Letter to 
the S*F* Chronicle 

Gentlemen: 

It is disturbing indeed that the management of the Chronicle 
has seen fit to dig up your former editor, Mr. Scott Newhall, to 
come back to your newspaper to serve as your hatchet man 
against, seemingly, all minorities, and especially the San Fran¬ 
cisco Gay community. Mr. Newhall’s February 25th column, 
though insulting to most San Franciscans, will in itself do little 
harm if only that it was so bad that few will take it seriously. 
Still, the column was filled with so much bigotry and hatred that 
it cannot go unanswered. Other than referring to Gays by every 
imaginable cliche, such as faggots, etc., Mr. Newhall would 
have your readers believe that Mayor Feinstein had promised 
the City’s Gay community everything in return for the strong 
support our community gave her in the December 11th 
Mayoral run-off. 

I attended several political meetings during that campaign 
that were attended by both Mayor Feinstein and Supervisor 
Quentin Kopp and at no time did I hear Dianne Feinstein 
promise the Gay community “a cornucopia of City Hall ap¬ 
pointments.” If the Mayor made such a promise, then indeed, 
the debt is $till payable. Mayor Feinstein has appointed some 
qualified Gays to City positions, and it is assumed, and certain¬ 
ly expected, that she will appoint others. Incidentally, if there 
are any “lifetime passes to the city’s pay toilets” to be passed 
out, I would suggest to the Mayor’s office that they go to Mr. 
Newhall and others of his ilk. 

It is interesting to note that Scott Newhall repeatedly refers to 
“old San Franciscans.” Newhall seems unable or unwilling to 
accept the fact that there is emerging a “new” San Francisco. 
Newhall seems unable to accept the fact that there are now 
more minorities such as Gays, Blacks, etc., than there were 
back in 1971 when San Franciscans wisely chose to turn their 
backs on his Mayoral candidacy. And now, the Chronicle has 
seen fit to bring Mr. Newhall back to the City he left after being 
rejected by the voters in 1971 and having apparently left town 
to brood and lick his wounds in a small desert town. Your 
newspaper has apparently seen fit to bring Newhall back to at¬ 
tempt to create a controversy and divisiveness between this 
City’s homosexual and heterosexual communities, with the 
obvious hope of selling more newspapers to those living in our 
suburbs. As for attacking Mayor Feinstein, the lady can well 
take care of herself. 

However, Dianne Feinstein has more compassion for the 
people of this City in her index finger than Mr. Newhall has in 
his bloated stomach, and I for one, am glad that she is “sitting 
in state above the sidewalks of Polk Street.” Feinstein is trying 
to be a Mayor for all of us in this City, and the vicious, petty 
attacks by one Scott Newhall from the pages of your otherwise 
good newspaper do little to help her or the City. 

Mr. Newhall’s obvious dislike of homosexuals doesn’t 
surprise me, and his inability to accept change, good or bad, is 
his own problem. However, Newhall’s attempt to nurse old 
political grudges against Dianne Feinstein by attacking her 
working relationship with 20% of the City’s population should 
be seen for what it really is; a combination of sour grapes and 
old fashioned homophobia. The willingness of your editors to 
condone this type of blatant homophobia, despite Mr. New- 
hall’s long association with the Chronicle, disturbs me as it must 
many others. 

Welcome to the 1980’s, Mr. Newhall; perhaps you have 
been in the desert sun too long.

spite of a killer flu besieging her 
that evening. And songs from 
the Men About Town, a sub¬ 
group of the Gay Men’s 
Chorus, whose ringing per¬ 
formance iced the whole great 
cake in one last splurge of good 
feeling; given the seeming ex¬ 
cess of the evening, it miracu¬ 
lously never felt too sweet. 

After expenses, Operation 
Concern will probably net over 
$5,000 for its first significant 
fundraising event outside of 
CIRCUS-CIRCUS. According 
to President of the Board 
Jimmy Buckland, there will be 
even more fundraising events 
this year and beyond to in¬ 
crease OC’s strong community 
presence and supplement gov¬ 
ernment and United Way 
grants. “This event really 
showed me that people both in 
and out of the Gay community 
in San Francisco realize how 
unique and vital our services, 
are,” Jimmy says. “Our city 
contracts have doubled — re¬ 
markable when every other city 
budget is being cut in the wake 
of Prop. 13 — partly because 
of the work done by our excel¬ 
lent director and staff, partly 
because of the recognition and 
support we’ve earned as the 
only truly autonomous, 
community-based mental 
health clinic by and for Gays in 
this city.” 

“But it’s a fight to maintain 
200 clients and more per 
month — Lesbians, Gay men 


and families. Our resources are 
available to everyone on a slid¬ 
ing scale, but that means that 
we need and are about to find a 
new location for the increased 
demands on those resources; 
we want to extend our services 
and build on the existing ones 
for Third World people, the 
handicapped, and older Gay 
men and Lesbians. We want to 
offer more groups, provide 24- 
hour crisis help a day instead of 
8 — in fact, begin looking at 
comprehensive services that a 
community center could ideally 
offer. The results of our Valen¬ 
tine’s Day dinner sure renewed 
our optimism that there are lots 
more people out there wanting 
to support us when they realize 
what we represent.” 

It may be a strain to find 
words for a sumptuous ban¬ 
quet, but the undiscovered 
needs of many Gay and 
emergent Gay people 
shouldn’t need as much 
trumpeting as they do. We, 
most of us, know what it is to 
need help and understanding. 
At the OC banquet, that shared 
knowledge was the overriding 
spirit that made it the very 
necessary and glad evening it 
was.

health programs, which pro¬ 
vides clinical, informational, 
and referral services by and for 
Lesbians and Gay men — was 
neither lost in political droning 
nor submerged in orgasms of 
gorging. The reasons for being 
there probably varied as much 
as the variety of people them¬ 
selves; certainly a lot of the suc¬ 
cess owed to the unflagging

Forum in Gov’t 
Conference 

Washington, D.C. 

Sources in the nation’s capi¬ 
tal report that under the guise 
of a government sponsored 
conference on the family, a 
cross-cultural, interdenomina¬ 
tional coalition is emerging with 
a common aim — the exclu¬ 
sion of Gay people from the 
political process. In what must 
be one of the more bizarre de¬ 
velopments of relations be¬ 
tween the faiths in America, 
Washington, D.C., Roman 
Catholics and Moslems associ¬ 
ated with the World Commu¬ 
nity of Al-Islam were united in 
a Washington mini-conference 
— a warm-up for a national af¬ 
fair later this year — that ran 
like a pep rally in the tradition 
of the Old Miss annual queer 
bash. 

The Catholic Archdiocese of 
Washington primed the crowd 
with editorials in its publication, 
Catholic Standard, before the 
conference began. The faithful 
turned out to support Father 
Joaquin Bazan in his bid to see 
the exclusion of elements 
“Catholics find morally repug¬ 
nant” by electing him as dele¬ 
gate to upcoming conferences. 

Conference activities 

included workshops in which 
the discussion centered around 
the assertions by Father Bazan 
and the Moslems that homo¬ 
sexuality is unnatural. 

Even stronger anti-Gay feel¬ 
ings dominated another work¬ 
shop titled “Diversity of Fami¬ 
lies.” Here, the workshop lead¬ 
er began by discussing the 
harm done to family lifestyles 
by government policies. (“Pro¬ 
tecting the family” is the stated 
purpose of many who oppose 
government policies to ensure 
Gay rights.) 

The Moslems in the group 
discussed their beliefs that 
homosexuality was introduced 
to Africa by Europeans, and 
declared that any African 
found committing homosexual 
acts was put to death. The 
group leader put forth the 
question “Do you think it’s bet¬ 
ter to kill homosexuals than to 
allow them to live?” And the 
group dutifully responded with 
ayatollah-so fierceness. 

Gays who had hoped to 
have their viewpoints heard in 
conference discussion did not 
fare any better in the afternoon 
session. More than thirty 
people were heard, delegate 
candidates and local citizens 
who talked about problems 
such as housing, employment, 
crime, etc. Neither Father 
Bazan nor his assistant pastor 
referred to homosexuals at all 
in their prepared remarks. The 
subject of homosexuality was 
raised by Moslems who con¬ 
demned the unnatural state of 
homosexuality.

The Olympia Brewing Co. 
president, a state House chair¬ 
man and a top state official 
have been arrested in an inves¬ 
tigation into alleged homo¬ 
sexual activity in a municipal 
park restroom last week. 

Leopold “Rick” Schmidt, 
38, the brewery chief; House 
Insurance Co-chairman Eric 
Rohrbach, 27, R-Normandy 
Park, and Joseph Dean Grego¬ 
rius, 39, head of the state’s 
Bureau of Alcoholism and Sub¬ 
stance Abuse, were booked for 
investigation of lewd conduct. 

Olympia Police Chief John 
Wurner said the arrests late 
Thursday, Feb. 14, followed 
two weeks of surveillance of 
the public restroom on Capitol 
Lake, which is in the shadow of 
the Legislative Building. 

Wurner said arrests of others 
who were seen frequenting the 
restroom in the last two weeks 
— including some more promi¬ 
nent figures — may be forth¬ 
coming. Surveillance of the 
restroom followed citizen com¬ 
plaints of alleged homosexual 
activity there, Wurner said. 

The three were released after 
posting $265 bail. Because the 
alleged offense is a misde¬ 
meanor, the three may avoid a 
trial by forfeiting bail, Wurner 
said. 

According to press reports, 
the brewery declined to com¬ 
ment on its chief executive 
officer.

Gregorius’ boss, Glenn Miller 
of the Department of Social 
and Health Services, said it is 
likely that Gregorius will be re¬ 
moved from his post. 

State merit rules for person¬ 
nel are being studied before a 
decision is made on the public 
worker’s fate, Miller said. He 
said he planned to meet with 
Gregorius probably on 
Monday, and may ask for his 
resignation at that time. 

Rohrbach, who recently an¬ 
nounced plans to be married 
on March 22, was not at his 
desk on the House floor and 
could not be reached. 

The restroom has attracted a 
large number of people who 
come back to it time after time, 
the police chief said. 

“Altogether, about two 
dozen people frequented the 
restroom more than they 
should have, unless they had 
awfully weak kidneys,” he said. 

He said an undercover de¬ 
tective was forced to make the 
arrests after he was proposi¬ 
tioned and invited to take part 
in homosexual activity. 

“It had to be stopped,” Wur¬ 
ner said. “We couldn’t allow it 
to continue.” 

Police have compiled a list of 
people who have been fre¬ 
quenting the facility, Wurner 
said. 


He said all those on the list, 
including some identified by 
the arresting officer on Thurs¬ 
day, will be called in, at least 
for a talk. 

“I don’t think any should be 
let off,” Wurner said. 

He added: “We weren’t out 
looking for this sort of thing, 
but reacted to a number of citi¬ 
zen calls to the city.” 

“That restroom is a very 
popular spot . . .,” the chief 
said. “There were quite a num¬ 
ber of individuals congregating 
there and the activity was tak¬ 
ing place day and night.”

Wurner said the arresting 
officer saw the three men who 
were later booked on Valen¬ 
tine’s Day “engaged in lewd 
conduct of a sexual nature.” 

Rohrbach was appointed in 
1977 and now is in his first 
elective term. 

He was born in 1951 in Spo¬ 
kane and is a civil engineering 
graduate of Washington State 
University. He lists his occupa¬ 
tion as small businessman. 

Schmidt has been president 
of Olympia Brewing since 
1974. He is the great-grandson 
and namesake of the brewery’s 
founder and son of the late 
Adolph “Bump” Schmidt, who 
served as president of the firm 
from 1953 to 1963. 

Gregorius, a career state em¬ 
ployee with 22 years of service, 
was named head of the alcohol 
and substance abuse section in 
1978. He formerly was admin¬ 
istrator of the Department of 
Social .and Health Services’ 
Community Services office in 
Olympia. 

Serviceman 
Tries Career as 
Insurance Agent 
— Found Guilty

Homosexual former service¬ 
man Roger Cutsinger has been 
found guilty of the premedi¬ 
tated murder of his roommate 
Larry Duerksen in a December 
14, 1979, University of Wash¬ 
ington shootin'g that climaxed 
the duo’s eleven day honey¬ 
moon.

Imagine the connubial bliss — 
you and your lover purchasing 
a half-million dollar insurance 
policy, getting a permit for a 
pistol, taking an insurance 
physical and picking up the pis¬ 
tol Friday morning so you can 
be “offed” Friday afternoon. 

Superior Court Judge James 
J. Dore decided the case as 
Cutsinger waived a jury trial. 
The judge never left the court¬ 
room to reach his decision 
which he explained in a 
twenty-minute summation. 
Roger Cutsinger now awaits

sentencing, scheduled for April 
10. Cutsinger’s attorney feels 
his client was convicted on cir¬ 
cumstantial evidence, evidence 
which showed merely that Cut¬ 
singer could have committed 
the crime. The murder weapon 
was never produced, nor any 
witnesses to the crime. 

Cutsinger recently received a 
general discharge from nearby 
Fort Lewis when his homo¬ 
sexuality became a matter of 
official public record.

OPEN LETTER TO THE 
PERPETRATORS OF “CRUISING” 

★ Community United Against Violence (CUAV) 
holds the position that the Constitution of the United 
States and the First Amendment thereto guarantee 
the absolute right of any person, group or corpora¬ 
tion to create, publish and distribute any information 
in any medium. 

We hold that the movie “Cruising” by United Artists 
and its corporate parent, Transamerica, represents 
one of the most flagrant abuses of First Amendment 
rights ever perpetrated. We abhor it. We believe that 
the movie contributes to the creation and 
continuation of a social context wherein violence 
against Gay men and Lesbian women is counte¬ 
nanced and encouraged. This is counter to the 
purpose of CUAV. 

Our community is even now experiencing a wave 
of that violence.

DOORS, WINDOWS AND DRAFTS 

The greatest heat loss relative to the size of an opening is 
the space under your outside doors. All exterior doors 
should be weather-stripped on three sides and have a tight- 
fitting threshold at the bottom. Windows should also be 
tight and weather-stripped. 

Check around windows and doors for caulking. Air may 
infiltrate where your sidings meet window and door frames. 
Also, look to see that you have a good seal where the storm 
windows meet the frame of the prime window. Use good 
caulking compound, since this is a time-consuming job and 
you should not have to do it more than once every 5 to 10 
years if you use the right material. Buy an acrylic latex caulk 
and it will give you the best possible combination of longev¬ 
ity, paintability, and elasticity. 

A good method of locating hidden cracks is to move a lit 
candle around your door and window frames on a windy day 
and look for a flicker of the flame. It will indicate those areas 
which are in need of weather-stripping.

UNBRAVE TRIBE GATHERS IN POW WOW OF BLOATED BREATH

Heap white man Judge Raymond Williamson had piddling 
business with the February 1 gathering of hardcore Dan White 
Riot defendants. There they sat, huddled in back of the court¬ 
room, braves of the White Night, now silenced by fear of 
punishment. 


In the hallway, posted on the Calendar board, the printout 
for the day listed their names, with their attorneys. These were 
the hardcore, the defendants charged with the most serious 


crimes of the riot night. I name them because they were 
heroes.

They are charged with the following crimes: 

Assault on a peace officer, or fireman. 

Battery against a police officer. 

Throwing acid with intent to disfigure or burn a peace 
officer or fireman. 

Assault with a deadly weapon. 

Assault on a peace officer or fireman with 
a deadly weapon. 

Burglary, Housebreaking, Entering. 

Malicious mischief. Incitement to riot. 


Now, except for Budd who was in custody elsewhere, the 
small tribe of hardcore defendants huddled and waited. 


Judge Williamson called 
their names. The defendants 
looked in his direction and re¬ 
mained mum. Williamson then 
asked attorney Ryan for a copy 
of the Defense’s stay on all pro¬ 
ceedings. Regarding it with 
some dispassionate disfavor, 
he discovered that his hands 
were tied. 

“With that,” he said, “the 
court can take no action, pend¬ 
ing further word from the Court 
of Appeal.” 

There was another side of 
the matter, which was that the 
District Attorney’s office failed 
to supply the internal records 
desired by the Defense and 
ordered by Judge Wonder. 

Judge Williamson regarded 
his Calendar and found a date 
two months away. “It’s possible 
that on March 25 there will be a 
Motion On Discovery.” 

It was over. I, old Chief go¬ 
ing blind-deaf, sitting in the first 
row the better to do my tribal 
rite of recording the events, re¬ 
tired my fervid pen, closed my 
spiral notebook, and turned 
around to glance at the vanish¬ 
ing braves in the back of the 
room — all of them avoiding 
me. 

In the hall they either melted 
away or lingered with their at¬ 
torneys. The advice was: go 
back to the reservation and 
wait. 


As a practiced medicine 
man, I was quite used to their 
paranoid rancor. Even so, as 
an anemone who longs like 
Mozart’s violet to be loved, 
their hostile looks caused me 
the pang of their fearful arrows. 
Even Paul Stephens, trapped 
up against the wall, avoided 
me while talking to attorney 
Ryan. That beautiful woman, 
when I came close, looked at 
me like the golden fox and let 
me know I was not welcome. 
So with the others. Old and 
humble, I obeyed their wishes 
and avoided them. I would not 
embarrass them in front of their 
own cowardice. I confined my¬ 
self to asking attorney 
Schwartzback if there was a 
chance Spinstar’s case would 
not go to trial. He replied, “I 
think it will go to trial for Spin, 
because I don’t think they’re 
going to dismiss it, and I 
wouldn’t recommend that Spin 
plead guilty to anything.” 

Then came up to me in the 
corner of the hallway, Peter 
Plate, wildest of the braves of 
May 21, 1979, for on that night 
certain police claim to have fol¬ 
lowed Plate around and ob¬ 
served him crashing glass at 
City Hall, torching a police 
baby-blue, and assaulting two 
police with a deadly weapon. 

While I saluted him in friend¬ 
ship and respect, he boldly 
stood in my path and demand¬ 
ed: “Did you write that Donnie 
Brown was a happy drunken 
Indian?” 
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“Yes,” I said, maintaining I 
had kept the scroll in that 
fashion. 

Plate: “You don’t fuck with 
American Indians!” 

“Bullshit, Peter.” 

“That was a racist and op¬ 
portunist thing to do.” 

“Bullshit.” 

“Then what was it?” 

“Satire.” 

Our eyes locked in scorn and 
confusion, and so we parted. 

The riot is over. The coward 
is dominant now. 

I will recount a conversation I 
had with Plate. It consisted of 
me urging him to be open with 
me, to talk with me so I can 
truly record for the scrolls of 
our common people what took 
place on the night of the Dan 
White riot, and his reply. I had 
passed out some copies of my 
history of the petty tribes. Plate 
was unimpressed: 

“We all read it,” he said. 
“We passed it around. We had 
a lawyers’ meeting. I don’t see 
that your work has much politi¬ 
cal validity. It will not do my 
sense of political passion jus¬ 
tice. I cannot talk to someone I 
do not know and implicitly 
trust. It’s breaking a cardinal 
rule. If such a dialogue is to 
occur, it must be when the trial 
is over. I’m kind of on edge. I 
would be willing to talk, and I 
talk to everybody because I 
need help. The information 
you write ends up in the District 
Attorney’s office. I don’t con¬ 
sider myself a brave or unyield¬ 
ing person, but I frankly cannot 
talk to you. My legal freedom 
takes precedence over every¬ 
thing in my life. My life means 
absolutely shit to myself, unless 
I gain my freedom. My life has 
been shit, ever since they 
handcuffed me and threw me 
in the back of a ’61 model Ford 
Fairlane.” 

Plate Prophecied, “I’ll be the 
last one to set up. And I think 
they’re out to crucify me. I 
don’t think your healing is a 
realistic possibility. I have 
known all my life that such a 
matter is impossible. My man, 
it’s class struggle. I’m an exis¬ 
tentialist, to a great extent. I see 
no exit. Absolutely none.” 

Upon my urging him to meet 
privately with me, my teepee 
or his, he refused. 

“I don’t know you,” he said. 
“I don’t know who you are, or 
who you represent. I’m para¬ 
noid. I don’t know who is my 
ally, who is my foe. I feel my 
voice is stifled. I’m a spectator 
to my own demise. I don’t 
know quite how to be comfort¬ 
able with you. I want to talk 
real bad. I’m autodidactic at 
this point. I have things to 
say.. .” 

I have compared Peter Plate 
to the Silver Swan who living 
had to note: when death ap¬ 
proached, unlocked her silent 
throat. Peter Plate has things to 
say. We long for him to say 
them.

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S/M Love Trio Ends 
in 35 Year Sentence 
for “Master” 


Northampton, MA 

The sensational trial of Ken¬ 
neth Appleby came to an end 
when a jury of ten men and 
two women returned after two 
days’ deliberation with a ver¬ 
dict: guilty of kidnapping, 

rape, and three counts of as¬ 
sault and battery. Judge Paul 
Tamburello sentenced Appleby 
to 18 to 25 years for the rape 
and 8 to 10 years for kidnap¬ 
ping. Appleby had been ac¬ 
cused of the crimes in connec¬ 
tion with an incident in October 
1977 when he and his lover, 
James Junkin, picked up John 
Doyle in Manhattan and took 
him back to West Springfield, 
Massachusetts. Doyle claims he 
was taken there against his will 
and beaten, drugged and 
manacled, and had sex acts 
forced upon him by the two 
men. 

The trial was full of many 
surprises. Appleby, who 
worked as a pawn broker, auc¬ 
tioneer and attack dog trainer, 
conducted his own defense 
without the aid of a lawyer. He 
called a former Judge, former 
police chief,and the county 
treasurer to testify on his be¬ 
half, hoping to show that con¬ 
trary to victim Doyle’s asser¬ 
tions, Appleby had not kept 
Junkin under duress, drugged 
and in constant fear as a slave. 

Kenneth Appleby first met 
James Junkin in New York in 
August 1977 when Junkin was 
working as a $50 hustler. Jun¬ 
kin moved to Massachusetts 
with Appleby where the dog 
trainer obtained employment 
and university enrollment for 
Junkin. But Junkin was not to 
keep his job and refused to at¬ 
tend school, and within nine 
months the two had a falling 
out. But not before they picked 
up one John Doyle in New 
York City and got him back to 
the Springfield pad for a night 
of S/M diversions. 

Junkin claims that he had 
been programmed by Appleby 
and participated in the attacks 
on Doyle under orders from his 
master. According to Junkin, 
S/M was no stranger to the 
Appleby chambers. The former 
hustler related how once Ap¬ 
pleby had put a gun to his 
(Junkin’s) head and forced him 
to sign a loyalty oath to an un¬ 
derground army of the Fourth 
Reich. 

Well, the relationship did not 
last long. After nine months of 
loyalty oaths, barrage a trois’, 
and obfuscated education, 
James Junkin moved out of 
Ken Appleby’s West Spring- 
field home. James Junkin 
moved back to New York City 
in May 1978. He moved to 
New York City to live with 
John Doyle, the same John 
Doyle supposedly kidnapped, 
raped and beaten six months 
before. 

After moving in with Doyle, 
Junkin began telling the New 
York police about Murderer 
Appleby who had bodies 
buried in his back yard a la 
Gacy. They looked, but they 
did not find. But fully eight 
months after the commission of 
the alleged crime, but only four 
weeks after his former lover 
moved in with the purported 
victim, Ken Appleby was ar¬ 
rested in June 1978, an arrest 
that led to a 30 year prison 
sentence. 

James Junkin could not be 


located during the prosecu¬ 
tion’s presentation of their 
case. The state case relied 
heavily on the testimony and, 
the credibility of one man — 
John Doyle. 

But Junkin turned himself in 
on the second day of defense 
testimony and faced four days 
of examination in the witness 
stand by Appleby. Junkin now 
awaits trial on charges similar to 
those on which Appleby was 
convicted. 

N.Y. Doorman 
Indicted 
For Murder 

Greg LaSusa is a doorman at 
a Gay bar in Ronkonkoma, 
Long Island, New York. At 
least he was. Now he faces 
manslaughter charges which 
could make him a twenty-five 
year resident of state prison. 

His problems started when 
eight straights began throwing 
bottles at the front of the bar 
last November 9. Greg went 
outside and asked them to 
leave, at which point they 
decided he made a better target 
for their hostility than the bar- 
front. One, Steve Passante, 
supposedly carrying an 18-inch 
steel pipe, attacked Greg, at 
which point three others joined 
in the queer bashing. Greg 
LaSusa stabbed Passante, and 
Passante died several hours 
later in a hospital. Greg turned 
himself in to the local police, 
who then were able to round 
up three of Greg’s attackers. 

The Suffolk County Grand 
Jury subpoenaed Greg, and at 
least six of the alleged assail¬ 
ants and two patrons of the 
bar, witnesses to the attack. In¬ 
terestingly enough, the assail¬ 
ants were given immunity from 
prosecution for any crimes they 
might reveal in their testimony, 
but the witnesses were asked to 
waive such immunity. 

An indictment for first degree 
manslaughter was handed 
down and LaSusa is now 
awaiting trial, at an undeter¬ 
mined date. LaSusa’s attorney 
feels “that it is every Gay man’s 
right to self-defense” and is 
appealing to the Gay commu¬ 
nity as a whole for support for 
Greg LaSusa, and his legal fees 
which are “already enormous.”

“GAY VOTE 1980,” a na¬ 
tionwide drive to win Gay 
rights planks in the Democratic 
and Republican platforms this 
year, along with the candidates 
has shifted its focus from the 
Iowa caucuses to the New 
Hampshire primary. 

The drive is being coordi¬ 
nated by the National Conven¬ 
tion Project of Washington, 
D.C. The Project is sponsored 
by a coalition of national Lesbi¬ 
an and Gay organizations. 

Mary Spottswood Pou and 
Tom Bastow, Co-Directors of

Rick Manring 
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the National Convention Proj¬ 
ect, said they were pleased by 
the results of the Iowa caucuses 
last month. 

About a dozen members of 
local Gay organizations were 
elected as Democratic and Re¬ 
publican county convention 
delegates at that time. In five of 
the state’s six Congressional 
districts, some three dozen pre¬ 
cinct caucuses adopted Gay 
rights resolutions. 

The Project and the Gay Co¬ 
alition of Iowa sponsored a 
month-long campaign before

the caucuses. Working from a 
store-front headquarters in Des 
Moines, they contacted Lesbi¬ 
an and Gay organizations in 
ten Iowa cities and held a 
forum for representatives of the 
Presidential campaigns. 

Local organizations distrib¬ 
uted information on the Presi¬ 
dential candidates’ stands to 
their members and conducted 
workshops on caucus tactics. 
The state’s major newspapers 
and television stations all cov¬ 
ered Gay political activity. 

Pou and Bastow said they 
had found only four Iowa pre¬ 
cincts (three Democratic and 
one Republican) that had re¬ 
jected a Gay rights plank. 
“We’re encouraged that Gay 
people are going to make a 
strong political showing in 
1980,” they said. “The Iowa 
caucuses show an unprece¬ 
dented level of Gay political 
awareness. This was the first 
statewide Gay political effort in 
Iowa. Almost all of our dele¬ 
gates are first-time participants 
in the caucuses.” 

The National Convention 
Project is now working on 
major drives in three early pri¬ 
mary states: New Hampshire, 
Florida, and Illinois. 

The New Hampshire drive 
began February 3 in Durham. 
At that time, the New Hamp¬ 
shire Coalition of Lesbians and 
Gay Men hosted a forum for 
representatives of Presidential 
candidates. Among those 
scheduled were Diane 
Anderson, on behalf of her 
father, Congressman John 
Anderson, and former Con¬ 
gressman Allard Lowenstein 
(leader of the successful 1968 
“Dump Johnson” effort) on 
behalf of Senator Edward 
Kennedy. 

In addition to working inten- 
jsively in the four targeted early 
j states, the National Conven- 
I tion Project is doing field work 
in Maine, Minnesota, and 
Massachusetts. It is also circu¬ 
lating detailed papers on Gay 
issues at the Federal level to 
those involved in the early 
stages of shaping the Demo¬ 
cratic and Republican plat¬ 
forms. 


Pou and Bastow explained, 
“Many people don’t realize that 
the Federal Government still 
denies visas to foreign visitors, 
fires employees not protected 
by civil service, and discharges 
members of the Armed Forces 
— .solely because such people 
are homosexual. This year Gay 
Americans are acting together 
to stop their government from 
discriminating against them.” 

Already, they noted 
Presidential candidates are tak¬ 
ing a much stronger interest in 
the Gay issue than they have in 
the past. 

On the Democratic side, Gay 
leaders have been meeting for 
more than three years with 
White House aides to President 
Carter. “So far, President 
Carter hasn’t committed him¬ 
self to party platform planks on 
any issue,” said Pou. “But I be¬ 
lieve that the Carter-Mondale 
Campaign is seriously consid¬ 
ering a Gay rights plank.” 

Both of Carter’s rivals for the 
Democratic nomination, 

Senator Edward Kennedy and 
Governor Edmund G. Brown, 
Jr., have made explicit public 
statements calling for the 
Democratic Party to pass a Gay 
rights plank and have actively 
recruited Gay support. Both 
have approved openly Gay 
candidates on delegate slates 
pledged to them. 

Republican Representative 
John Anderson has stated that 
he would support a Gay rights 
plank in the GOP platform. He 
has also approved openly Gay 
candidates on his delegate 
slates. 

The other Republican Presi¬ 
dential candidates have so far 
confined themselves to general 
statements in favor of equal 
rights for all citizens, regardless 
of sexual orientation, according 
to Pou and Bastow. GOP can¬ 
didates who have issued state¬ 
ments opposing discrimination 
against homosexuals include 
Ronald Reagan, Howard 
Baker, and George Bush.

Priest Murdered 

MURDERER SENTENCED TO DIE

Can we know a man without 
living with him for his entire 
life? Is there something that will 
reveal his character from a dis¬ 
tance of time and space? A 
room tells much of its occu¬ 
pant, and from a room we may 
see if this person languishes in 
neatness and organization, or if 
he keeps an unmade bed and 
the refuse of life piled high 
about. We can certainly know a 
person by his deeds, so from 
the final deed we may learn 
something of the acts that led 
up to it. The addition of every 
step taken by a person on earth 
is the death, as well as the life, 
of that person. In death we find 
the final bed, made for a life¬ 
time by the one who finally lies 
in it. 

Jon Hunt lived in Brookville, 
Florida, a small community 
near Tampa. Jon Hunt was an 
Episcopalian priest in that small 
Florida city. He would take in 
hitchhikers, make hitchhikers 
usually. He would offer them a 
place to stay overnight. And 
more. See, hitchhikers were his 
trip. Maybe it was the challenge 
of seducing “straight” guys that 
got him off. Or maybe it was 
the simplicity his transient initi¬ 
ates showed him in their new 
position. Maybe it was 
something else that kept Jon 
coming back. But in a state not 
known for unflappable toler¬ 
ance of homosexual lifestyles, 
Jon Hunt had no image prob¬ 
lems with his congregation. 

So this time Reverend Hunt 
picked up Bill Gilvin hitchhik¬ 
ing, a Kentucky man who at 
twenty-six had already served 
time in an Oklahoma prison. 
Jon brought Bill back to the 
rectory for what could have 
been the vicar’s last amorous 
encounter. Of those details we 
may never be sure, for dead 
lips don’t speak. 

Bill Gilvin argued in court 
that he killed the reverend dur¬ 
ing a “frenzied struggle” that in¬ 
cluded homosexual advances 
by Hunt. It was apparently the 
“frenzied struggle” that also in¬ 
cluded the bondage of the 


priest, two murder weapons, 
carefully covered windows, a 
forged “Do Not Disturb” sign 
on the front door, and the rob¬ 
bery of the priest’s money and 
car. 

Awaiting trial on his latest 
crime, Bill Gilvin underwent a 
conversion. Inspired by the 
soul of the departed Hunt, or 
by John Spenkalink, or ABM 
Inc. (Anita Bryant Ministries), a 
kindred malevolent spirit, true 
revelation, or whatever, Bill’s 
new purpose in life was to 
preach the word of God in 
prison. “God’s got work for this 
man to do,” testified Reverend 
Merandos of the Church of 
God of Prophecy, Gilvin might 
prophesize from the entrails of 
slaughtered beasts, if given the 
opportunity. If given the time, 
instead of the chair. 

The jury had to return a ver¬ 
dict: guilty of murder in the 
first degree. They didn’t have 
to recommend leniency. But 
they did. When it came time to 
pass sentence with the defend¬ 
ant before him, Judge Hoffstet- 
tler described the man’s crime 
as “heinous and cruel” and de¬ 
scribed the man himself as 
“pitiless and without remorse.” 
The judge said the facts “admit¬ 
ted of but one sentence — that 
sentence being death.” He dis¬ 
carded the jury’s recommenda¬ 
tion. 

So Bill Gilvin was found 
guilty of being a murderer and 
is sentenced to die in a Florida 
electric chair. Jon Hunt is 
dead, guilty of being what? 
Some hasten to say he lived his 
life in a “closet,” a closet which 
confined him to his brutal 
death. But when Joh Hunt 
sought transients, he could 
have sex with tonight and have 
leave of in the morning, how 
different was this doomed 
priest from many of his secular 
brethren in the catacombs of 
the x-rated retreats, the Ritch 
Streets, Club Baths, backroom 
bookstores, those brethren 
who regard themselves so 
highly as being liberated. 


at a nearby restaurant. Frank 
accepted, and was treated to a 
born-again sales pitch over the 
dinner table. 

The “Bryant-stein” was visi¬ 
bly shaken when Kameny 
asked him, “Shall I be seeing 
you at the news conference to¬ 
morrow?” The existence of this 
walking evidence of the power 
of the Lord was supposed to be 
enough of a secret (until his 
official unveiling at the news 


conference), but the time and 
whereabouts of that unveiling 
!!! That anyone outside the fold 
should know these things !!! It is 
unthinkable!!! 

The next day, the Gay 
Rights Task Force received an¬ 
other phone call from their 
well-placed tipster: Anita had 
cancelled her press conference 
and was leaving town immedi¬ 
ately, unnerved by her close 
encounter with a homosexual, 


shaken by the intelligence 
gathering capabilities of her 
adversary.

Early Warning KO’s ABM 
at DC Airwaves Powwow 


Washington, D.C. 

The high priestess of ABM 
(Anita Bryant Ministries) 
bombed in a recent attempt to 
make a public appearance in 
the nation’s capital and avoid 
contact with any Gays. 

Anita Bryant had planned a 
news conference in connection 
with a January convention of 
the fundamentalist National 
Religious Broadcasters. 

Seeking to avoid any trouble¬ 
some demonstrations by loath¬ 
some homosexuals, Bryant 
tried to keep knowledge of her 
scheduled appearance secret. 

But a source somewhere 
close to the action informed the 
Gay Rights National Lobby of 
Anita’s impending arrival. The 
same source also tipped off the 
Gay Activists when Ms. Bryant 
arrived in town three days 
sooner than expected. 

Responding to this latest tip, 
Gay activist Frank Kameny! 


buzzed over to the Washington 
Hilton where Anita was signing 
autographs and chatting with 
admirers. Kameny quietly 
mingled with the crowd, hop¬ 
ing for an opportunity to con¬ 
verse with The Best Friend of 
the Christian Family. In antici¬ 
pation of this glorious moment, 
Kameny pinned his “Gay is 
Good” button proudly on his 
blazer, at which point two 
sharp-eyed security bulls 
plucked Kameny from his posi¬ 
tion two steps from Anita and 
proceeded to escort him out 
the door. 

But all was not lost. On the 
way out, the welcome wagon 
consisting of Frank and his two 
male escorts were joined by a 
fourth man. Frank Kameny 
had come face to face with a 
flesh-and-blood Bryant-stein, 
that is, an ABM-certified cured 
homosexual. Once outside the 
hotel, this remade man invited 
Gay activist for a bit of supper

TWO SIDES OF THE 
POLICE COIN 

CUAV receives reports 
which include details of police 
response, the whole spectrum 
of police conduct appears in 
them. The following examples 
are opposite sides of the same 


In front of his Haight/Fill¬ 
more home, a Gay man was 
called “faggot” and attacked 
with a butcher knife. The Black 
woman attacking him managed 
to give him a bloody souvenir 
of her bigotry, cheered on by 
family members. When the 


police he summoned arrived, 
the woman was put under ar¬ 
rest for assault with a deadly 
weapon. A third officer 
appeared on the scene and 
seemed to take the side of the 
attacker, telling the other two 
officers to reduce the charge so 
the woman could be released 
on her own recognizance. The 
victim was angered and insist¬ 
ed that the attacker be taken 
into custody. The officer trying 
to reduce the charges took the 
victim to the hospital for treat¬ 
ment and then to the Hall of 
Justice. At the Hall, the victim 
saw the attacker talking to an 
inspector. The inspector came 
over and said there was no¬

thing the police could do, to 
forget it! The outrage did not 
end there, as the victim insisted 
on filling out a citizen’s arrest 
form. As he did so, the inspec¬ 
tor threatened, “You better not 
do that, you’ll go to jail for false 
arrest.” It is clear in this case 
whose “side” those officers 
were on. 

A Gay man, new to San 
Francisco, walked past the 
rocky fortress of a funeral 
home at Church and Duboce 
Streets. He didn’t think much 
about the two 14-year old 
Black boys standing near by 
until one grabbedhim. In one 
smooth movement, the Gay 
man threw one assailant 
against the other and ran 
across the street blowing his 
whistle. Pickets from the 
nearby grocery store came run¬ 
ning. The victim called the 
police from a pay phone, and 
was met by two officers in a 
squad car in a few moments. 
They were joined by another 
officer who said he had just 
seen two kids matching the vic¬ 
tim’s description of the attack¬ 
ers. The victim got in the single 
officer’s car and soon spotted 
the two attackers boarding a 
MUNI bus. In true TV show 
style, the bus was halted by the 
lights and siren of the SFPD 
and the two attackers were ar¬ 
rested on the spot. These offi¬ 
cers deserve credit for their 
quick response and willingness 
to do a good job in pursuing 
the attackers. 

TAKE CARE OF 
EACH OTHER 

Last time a Lesbian and Gay 
man from CUAV staffed a table 
at 18th and Castro Streets, 
they were harassed by four 
Black men waiting for the #24 
Divisadero bus. The confronta¬ 
tion consisted of carefully 
worded insults, obviously 
avoiding such terms as “faggot” 
or “dyke.” As the bus arrived, 
the Lesbian successfully “stared 
down” the group, making them 
nervous enough to keep their 
distance. Unknown to th£m, 

both CUAV members had 
MACE cannisters at the ready, 
and two members of the com- 




Diamond Streets. As he ap¬ 
proached the shelter of his 
doorway, he started to reach 
for the keys and whistle deep in 
his pocket. Before he could 
act, two Black men shoved him 
into his doorway threatening 
“keep still or we’ll beat your 
motherfucking ass.” The Gay 
man resisted, screaming and 
struggling. The attackers ran 
off, one of them spitting out 
“oh shit” in his disgust. The 
victim was hesitant to report, 
thinking the incident not 
serious enough. Our advice? 
Carry your whistle where you 
can reach it, resist and do so 
noisily if attacked, and report it! 
Call CUAV at UNITED-1 or 
Supervisor Britt’s office at 558- 
2145, and the SFPD at 
553-0123. 

CHASED BY TWO 
WITH PIPES 

Taking a shortcut on Fill¬ 
more near Waller Street 
proved hazardous for a Gay 
man one Sunday evening. The 
victim saw two 15-year old 
Black boys walking in the 
opposite direction, across the 
street. They seemed to present 
no threat until they suddenly 
crossed to be behind him and 
tried to smash his head with 
heavy pipes. Lucky for the Gay 
man, they hit his neck instead 
of his skull, and called him 
“faggot” as he ran. After a two 
and a half block chase to Waller 
and Scott, they tried to hit him 
again as he called for help. A 
Black woman and man 
stopped their car and took him 
to safety. He was carrying 
neither MACE nor a whistle. 

MUNI ATTACK WITH 
ROLLER SKATES 
AND STICKS 

A Gay “good Samaritan” 
tried to help out a drunken 
rollerskater. When on the 
streetcar the skater decided he 
didn’t like this Gay man and 
accused him of stealing a dollar 


from him. While the Gay man 
held up his backpack as a 
shield, the attacker used his 
skates to try to beat him. Sev¬ 
eral straight men helped out as 
Gay men stood nearby watch¬ 
ing. This lack of response from 
his brothers did not keep the 
victim from helping a Gay 
couple on the #8 Market bus a 
few days later. Six Black men 
got on and taunted two Gay 
men sitting near the back of the 
bus — “Who’s the wife? Which 
one gets pregnant?” The stick 
used by the attackers was 
answered with striked by the 
umbrella from the Gay man 
and this kept the attackers dis¬ 
tracted enough to prevent seri¬ 
ous injury to the couple. 

IT HAPPENS ALL THE TIME 

Recently, several people re¬ 
porting attacks to CUAV re¬ 
called harassment from cars, as 
well as previous attacks they 
did not report. If you’re threat¬ 
ened from a car, get the license 
number and report it to us. 
Don’t wait for “the big one” to 
report an attack; each incident, 
every bit of information helps 
fight the problem.

NOT SERIOUS ENOUGH 
TO REPORT 

As you were informed in an 
earlier column, you need not 
be touched to have been 
assaulted. Technically, if some¬ 
one threatens to harm you, 
you have been assaulted, and 
you should report that. If you 
were followed, being called 
“faggot,” report it! A Gay man 
trudged through the rain with 
groceries, a short couple of 
blocks to his home at 19th and 


Washington, D.C. 

Justice Department lawyers 
met with representatives of 
Gay rights groups to discuss the 
recent government policy deci¬ 
sion that excludes foreign Gays 
from the United States. Donald 
Knutson of Gay Rights Advo¬ 
cates, San Francisco, and 
Charles Brydon, co-director of 
the National Gay Task Force, 
Washington, D.C., met with 
Associate Attorney General 
John Schenfield and other Jus¬ 
tice officials to present the Gay 
organizations’ legal arguments 
in favor of admitting Gays into 
this country under existing law. 

The bone of contention is the 
enforcement of a twenty-seven 
year old immigration law which 
states that the Public Health 
Service must determine if a for¬ 
eigner seeking entry into the 
country is homosexual, that is, 
“afflicted with psychopathic 
personality, sexual deviation.” 
But last August the Public 
Health Service announced it 
would stop screening visa 
applicants vis-a-vis their 
(homo) sexuality, in keeping 
with modern medical practice 
which does not diagnose 
homosexuality as a disease. In 
a move requiring great courage 
and decisiveness, the acting 
Commissioner of Immigration 
decided to turn the whole mat¬ 
ter over to the Justice Depart¬ 
ment for their enlightened 
opinion on the subject. 

The Justice lawyers took an 
interesting position: homo¬ 
sexuality must be a disease, no 
matter what the Surgeon Gen¬ 
eral or any other doctor says, 
because Congress savs it is a 


disease. The Gay activists’ brief 
counters that the immigration 
law clearly authorizes the Pub¬ 
lic Health Service alone to de¬ 
termine a person’s sexuality. 
Such a construction leaves the 
matter squarely and solely in 
the hands of the Surgeon Gen¬ 
eral to dispose with as he 
pleases — in keeping with con¬ 
temporary medical knowledge. 
This, say the Gay activists, was 
the intent of Congress in order¬ 
ing medical/psychological ex¬ 
aminations (of foreigners) be 
conducted by doctors, not by 
career diplomats or CIA cover 
men. 

The Justice Department law¬ 
yers said they had never seen 
the Gays’ position presented in 
such a clear legal framework 
before, and they would be re¬ 
considering the earlier Justice 
Department ruling that is now 
banning Gay men and women 
entry to this country.

Kathleen Barry’s book, 
“Female Sexual Slavery,” is a 
major contribution to feminist 
theory, and the first compre¬ 
hensive look at the institution 
within the context of patriarch¬ 
al society, and in the context of 
the way women’s sexuality is 
and has been used within all of 
the institutions of that society. 

Barry begins her analysis by 
describing a walk in a poor sec¬ 
tion of Paris, a section filled 
with small, poor hotels, rubbing 
elbows with the local police sta¬ 
tion, hotels which are known as 
maisons d’abattage, or 
houses of slaughter. The 
slaughter is prostitution, and 
the method is gang rape. This 
form of prostitution, supposed¬ 
ly illegal in France, but com¬ 
pletely legal in some other 
countries that have adopted 
the brothel system, forces wo¬ 
men to lie on a bed as 80 to 
120, or even 150 men have at 
them, one after another, six 
minutes a shot. The means by 
which the women got there are 
many, but ultimately it all boils 
down to the company store, in 
which the women are told that 
if they make their quotas every¬ 
thing will be all right, but they 
never earn enough to eradicate 
the debt for rent and food that 
is inscribed in the books by the 
men who own them. Imagine. 

Sexual slavery is born in ar¬ 
ranged marriages, like my 
grandmother’s, in which the 
women have no say, as prosti¬ 
tutes in brothels have no say, 
about the men who marry/ 
HAVE SEX WITH THEM. 
Men come and pay the price/ 
brideprice, or negotiate the 
dowry in the systems that force 
the woman to pay a man to 
marry her when she has no say 
in who it is. When I was in Sinai 
some years ago, I saw young 
Bedouin women wearing veils. 

I was told they were about nine 
years old, and that you could 
tell the married ones by the 
veils. I was told that when they 
were married that young, they 
merely cleaned and cooked, 
were not required to engage in 
sex before they reached 
puberty. In this country, in 
which marriages are no longer 
arranged, incest often begins at 
two, or even younger, some¬ 
times older, but it is generally 
short of intercourse until the 
child reaches puberty. It is all 
part of the same pattern. 

Kathleen Barry has written a 
difficult book, difficult in shape 
and writing as well as in con¬ 
tent. It is a painful process to 
read about the ultimate degra¬ 
dations of human existence, it 
is like reading about Auschwitz, 
only the world is blind to this 
one. Prostitution is glamorized 
and romanticized, and the 
practitioners are considered to 
be fallen, but they are not fall¬ 
en; they are pushed over the 


edge into pain, especially the 
ones who work without choice. 

Even the brothels in this 
country are oppressive. In 
Mustang Ranch, in Nevada, 
women must wear sleeze and 
work 14 hour shifts for three 
weeks at a time, and go with 
every customer who chooses 
them, and see eight or ten cus¬ 
tomers a day. Not as bad as the 
maisons d’abattage, but bad 
enough. Mustang looks like a 
prison camp, and it is. The 
illegal houses in Berkeley, or 
anywhere else, the ones that 
offer massage or nude raps, are 
similar, although the worker 
can come and go one day to 
the next. But choice, when 
they are working, does not 
exist. 

The chapter titles tell the 
tale. “The Traffic in Sexual 
Slaves,” in which women are 
exported from South America 
to Europe and Africa, from 
Europe to Africa and the Mid¬ 
dle East, from Thailand to Bel¬ 
gium and Germany. There are 
literal slave auctions in Zanzibar 
in which women who look as 
though they have been 
drugged, who are wearing 
what they may have been 
wearing as they were snatched, 
are sold to men who are pro¬ 
tected by veils. 

“Pimping: The Oldest Pro¬ 
fession” details the methods of 
seduction and seasoning, the 
violence that is seen and not 
seen by the writers who exam¬ 
ine it. Margo St. James and I 
once wrote an article for Plexus 
about the torture and murder 
of a young prostitute by a pimp 
in Rochester, New York. It was 
a disturbing article, ugly in its 
fitting of one brutal act into a 
pattern of many. They didn’t 
run it, perhaps it was too ugly. 
But the murders are legion, 
from the poor prostitute, to the 
college student killed by the 
boy she no longer wanted to go 
steady with, to the young jog¬ 
ger who was stabbed repeated¬ 
ly as she tried to ward off a 
rapist at the Palace of the 
Legion of Dishonor. Brutal 
pimps can thrive only in a cul¬ 
ture that refuses to arrest men 
who beat their wives, until 
finally they kill their wives or 
their wives kill them. 

“Throwaway Women” is 
what we do to women involved 
in prostitution. As a society, as 
a culture, we have consigned a 
whole class of women to pro¬ 
vide this service. When we 
arrest them and put them in 
jail, when we punish them for 
submitting to rape because they 
will be paid, we make sure they 
will continue to submit. I have 
heard people say that we 
should allow houses or boats 
where men can go and see 
prostitutes without worrying

women to a lower status, hold¬ 
ing them in low regard, and at 
the same time it makes women 
the object of men’s personal 
need for love, romance and 
sex . . . Wife-beaters exemplify 
men who contain the mandate 
to both love and hate women 
within one relationship. Other 
men who do not want to inflict 
contempt, disgust, and hatred 
on their loved one may still 
. need to act it out. Prostitution 
provides that opportunity. It 


creates a neat and socially 
sanctioned separation between 
madonna and whore. This 
misogyny, the use of prosti¬ 
tutes to act out one’s contempt 
for the lower and degraded 
sex, is the single most powerful 
reason why prostitution has al¬ 
ways been considered a cultur¬ 
al universal — the oldest pro¬ 
fession, the indestructible insti¬ 
tution, the necessary social 
service. It intersects with the 
domination of women at all 
levels of society.” 


about disease. What about 
those women? How can we 
blithely consign women to that 
function and cut off their ave¬ 
nues of escape? 

“Victims and Survivors” is 
what it is about, because so 
many of the women and child¬ 
ren who are lured into prostitu¬ 
tion via rape are survivors, as 
Patty Hearst was a survivor. 
The adolescent girl or boy who 
comes to a strange city, who is 
picked up by a protector and 
taken care of only to be handed 
the bill and turned out on the 
streets, becomes a survivor, 
takes on the values of the pro¬ 
tector turned pimp, accepts the 
role and turns it into something 
less abusive than it really is. 
Accepts the responsibility 
instead of fighting against the 
oppressor. Patricia Hearst, 
about whom Barry writes, is a 
good example, a kidnap vic¬ 
tim, she became Tania revolu¬ 
tionary, for what other way 
could she live in captivity? The 
kidnap victim often takes on 
the role assigned by the captor, 
and becomes quite reliable 
within that role. The battered 
wife is good, if she is good 
enough, there will be no beat¬ 
ing; oh, she was. not good 
enough. The prostitute is only 
beaten by her pimp when she 
deserves it. 

All of it is rooted in the “Sex 
Colonization” of women that is 
manifested in clitorectomy and 
infibulation, a nightmare that 
continues in North Africa and 
parts of the Middle East, and 
which was done not so long 
ago in the United States. Foot¬ 
binding is only thirty years gone 
in China, and stiletto heels took 
over from sensible shoes when 
uppity women became too 
powerful in this country. How 
can you expect a sex object to 
be a corporate executive? Sex 
colonization includes the con¬ 
cept of honor in which it is okay 
for a man to kill his unfaithful 
wife, or to kill his sister or 
daughter who was raped, 
rather than live with the 
dishonor. 

If the social systems are the 
framework for the terror, por¬ 
nography is the bible. The night 
I read the chapter on pornogra¬ 
phy, I couldn’t sleep. It is not as 
though I haven’t seen it, but 
somehow, as Kathleen Barry 
wrote about it, the deceptions I 
wove around what I saw dis¬ 
appeared, and I was left with 
the awesome pain. All through 
this book were events with 
echoes. No matter how bad an 
incident in the book, I knew of 
others, and so I knew it was all 
true. 

It is difficult to accept the 
truth of the worst parts of pros¬ 
titution and keep on working 
for decriminalization. It is 
necessary to remember that 
some women work at prostitu¬ 
tion very little, or for a very 
short time. Many do it having 
made clear choices, having 
analyzed the alternatives and 
decided it was worth the trade¬ 
off. Few, however, come away 
from working as prostitutes 
without scars. But much in life 
in this society at this point in 
history is scarring. Much work 
is degrading and humiliating, if 
not as devastating as the worst 
forms of prostitution. But that is 
not a reason to maintain the 
system of prohibition that is so 
integrally a part of degradation, 
for what can be more degrad¬ 
ing that being arrested for 
doing something that causes 
others no harm? 

Kathleen Barry and I agree: 
Before the intolerable abuse 
that exists in prostitution can be 
eliminated, or even lessened, 
prostitution must be decrimi¬ 
nalized, so that the law 
enforcement agencies cease to 
be agents forcing women into 
sexual slavery.

Divorce Laws 
For Gays? 

A precedent-setting case 
may come to trial in Oakland, 
involving the separation and 
break-up of two Gay men. Un¬ 
like the Lee Marvin case, which 
deals with a man and a wo¬ 
man, there is no legal action 
that two Gay people have 
when the “marriage” is over. 
Unless satisfactory agreements 
can be reached between both 
parties, which is rare, one is 
usually left holding the bag and 
bills, while the other goes about 
his merry way. Such a thing is 
happening here in Oakland, as 
it does almost everywhere 
when two Gays split, and the 
lawyer handling the case needs 
input and assistance. 

One half of the ex-pair, Joe 
“Taco” Lopez, wants a fair and 
equal settlement, but the other 
party wants it all and is ready 
and willing to go to court to get 
it. If anyone has been through 
this kind of disagreement, or 
knows of people who have,

‘10 for 10’Letter 
Sparks Investigation

A letter from David P. Stew¬ 
ard, President of the California 
Association of Human Rights 
Organizations and member of 
the Santa Clara County Hu¬ 
man Relations Commission, 
has comv under fire from Santa 
Clara County Supervisor Dom¬ 
inic Cortese. Cortese has asked 
Grand Jury Foreman Roy 
Combs, County Executive Wil¬ 
liam Siegal and County Coun¬ 
sel Selby Brown as well as the 
State Fair Political Practices 
Commission to look into the 
propriety of a letter sent to all 
Gay and Gay-oriented busi¬ 
nesses in Santa Clara County 
from David Steward explaining 
that he could not support any 
business that did not contribute 
to the San Clara Valley Coali¬ 
tion for Human Rights pro¬ 
gram. 

The program is designed to 
help raise funds to fight the re¬ 
peal of the County Human 
Rights Ordinances slated to go 
on the June ballot. Supervisor 
Cortese has implied that some 
law (a law that is not on the 
books) may have been broken 
by a Human Relations Com¬ 
missioner being so political, 
and that Mr. Steward has 


wasted taxpayers’ money. Mr. 
Steward is NOT paid as Presi¬ 
dent of the CAHRO, and the 
letters were sent out at his own 
expense. 

One might wonder why 
Supervisor Cortese has be¬ 
come so interested in what is 
happening to the Gay commu¬ 
nity when he is the ONLY Su¬ 
pervisor to vote AGAINST the 
sexual orientation ordinances 
(fair housing and employment) 
in Santa Clara County.

The director of THE EXOR¬ 
CIST and THE FRENCH 
CONNECTION is out of his 
element here, but he knows 
that just about everybody else 
who may possibly see it is in as 
unfamiliar territory as well. He 
manipulates the audiences’ 
ignorance of the S&M Gay 
world by setting up uncertain¬ 
ties about it. Using this lack of 
knowledge (thus misconcep¬ 
tions can abound and ostensi¬ 
bly no one will be any the 
wiser) he is able to thrill and 
shock us with prurient fear. 

But at least he is consistent: 
not only are the Gay activities 
' unsettled or shown clearly, but 
the plot and character motiva¬ 
tions are fuzzy as well. While 
the settings used on location in 
the West Village of New York 
are authentic enough, what is 
depicted there is about as real 
as a Hollywood movie. The 
camera becomes merely a 
peeping-tom in backroom 
grunge palaces that string the 
New York dock areas. The 
men dressed in black leather 
and denim look like Gay actors 
trying to act like Gay men on 
cue. The dialogue in the bar 
scenes sounds scripted — and

not very well researched at 
that! The lighting in bars, back¬ 
rooms, and Central Park 
brambles is not the murky dark¬ 
ness occasionally tinged with 
red lightbulbs that we might ex¬ 
pect but instead glares at prac¬ 
tically ballpark stadium 
intensity. 

And why is it that whenever 
Friedkin does take us slumming 
in the S&M Gay ghetto hang¬ 
outs there is always raucous, 
discomforting punkish rock 
music. Yet when star A1 Pacino 
and his girl friend (Karen Allen) 
are together there is always a 
lilting Boccherini sonata in the 
background. The New York 
Daily News, not the most lib¬ 
eral of newspapers, is shown 
with frontpage headlines such 


as “HOMO KILLING” and 
“GAY KILLER STILL AT 
LARGE.” If that newspaper 
was to cover a homosexual kill¬ 
ing — which is doubtful — it 
would for one thing, be on 
page 83 and, two, without the 
insensitive headline that is only 
convenient to an unresearched 
script. Be it fake newspaper 
headlines or tacky license 
plates (a Cadillac outside a sex 
club has the New York plate 
FFA-69), the incongruities to 
actuality prevent us from giving 
Friedkin the benefit of the 
doubt. He exploits and sub¬ 
verts the superficial character¬ 
istics of the leatherworld and its 
milieu into a nightmarish world 
of menace.

CRUISING is everything you’ve heard about it and much less. Just what William Friedkin had in 
mind when he decided to film the old, insubstantial Gerald Walker novel of the same name is not 
very clear from what we see on screen. What does become obvious immediately is that this totally 
unredeeming movie would have come and gone in a week if everyone who had yet to see the film 
just shut up. Gays may be the victims depicted in the film, but they have become unintentionally 
even bigger dupes by being the only effective P.R. flacks the film has. 

Enough has been said about this film and very little need be said because we’ve wasted enough 
breath about Friedkin’s dirty laundry. If the film had any statement to make about the violence in 
society, about how straight cops mistreat Gays, about how straight men cannot come to terms with 
homosexuality and therefore try to obliterate any visible sign of it, or merely how the menacing world 
of S&M bars begets its own violence, it would have real purpose. But Friedkin has only set up ques¬ 
tions and blurred any possible answers.

How broad can you take 
your Marguerite Gautier, the 
Lady of the Camellias? If you 
like her as broad as a broad can 
be broad, you’ll revel in The 
Ridiculous Theatrical 

Company’s current production 
at the On Broadway Theater. 

This version written, directed 
and starring Charles Ludlam is 
about as freely adapted as one 
can adapt. In one word — it is 
bawdy. And yet despite all the 
horseplay and low camp, there 
remain moments of pathos and 
delicacy. 

Ludlam’s Camille is a little bit 
of everybody — a pinch of 
Garbo here, a teaspoon of 
Tallulah there. At times I 
thought I heard a wince of 
Jezebel. Sometimes her accent 
is French, then it turns Russian, 
and then smack back to New 
Jersey or the best of Broadway 
and Hollywood. Still he/she is 
a fascination, for a single eye 
movement is oftimes more tell¬ 
ing than a hundred words. De¬ 
spite all the madcap camp Lud¬ 
lam gives his Camille depth. Or 
put another way: I began to 
care about this particular 
“Dame Aux Camelias.” 


The rest of the cast spin 
around Ludlam in comic strip 
color and wallop. Outside of 
Camille’s maid Nanine played 
by Adam McAdam, they are 
largely one or two dimensional. 

The Gays in the audience 
got a bigger bang out of the 
evening than the more serious 
conservators of legitimate 
theater.

confides, but no one listens. 
The psychiatrist is always 
across the street. 

BOSOMS AND NEGLECT 
is a tragic-comedy. It tries to be 
serious by being funny. Bal¬ 
ance in writing, directing, and 
acting is the key to success. 
John Guare is a very good 
writer. The theme of those who 
nurture and also neglect is 
thoughtful and dramatized with 
clarity. 

To make his point, the play-> 
wright goes to an extreme. The 
mother has cancer of the breast 
which she has neglected to tell 
her son or anyone else for two 
years. The son has a mother 
fixation and is in therapy. The 
woman has a father fixation 
and goes one better than the 
guy. She’s in analysis. The only 
fix that joins them is reading 
fiction. 

When the novelist E. M. For¬ 
ster says that the important 
thing is for people to connect, 
Guare’s characters cannot do 
so in the flesh. They achieve 
orgasm only when they cut the 
pages of a book. 


Helen Hughes is a first-rate 
actress, and her realistic por¬ 
trayal of the mother is a super¬ 
lative itself. This professional Dan Turner 
ability does draw attention to 


the thinner performances of the 
son, played by Binky Gonchar- 
off and the woman, played by 
Barbara Lehmann. It also 
makes the leap from tragic to 
comic more extreme. 

Balance is the key to 
BOSOMS AND NEGLECT. 
The director, David Ostwald, 
succeeds in eliciting both dra¬ 
matic values, but his transitions 
between the comic and the 
serious are too abrupt. The 
tendency is to see two plays in¬ 
stead of one. Only the director 
has the chance to make the 
whole cohesive, and what a 
great array of angst is laid bare. 

“There’s really nothing 
wrong with being a homosexu¬ 
al,” says the mother. “Having 
to see a psychiatrist is sick.” I 
would quibble with the play¬ 
wright that a mother with politi¬ 
cal saavy would try to ignore 
her own breast cancer for two 
years, but such is the remark¬ 
able writing of John Guare, 
that he can make you believe 
between the lines.

ALLTHAT JAZZ 

“Some people don’t know 
where the bullshit ends and the 
truth begins.” The speaker is 
self-destructive workaholic 
theatre-movie director Joe 
Gideon — a loosely disguised 
Bob Fosse — and what he says 
is mirrored everso accurately 
and redundantly in this over¬ 
blown but meticulously fash¬ 
ioned musical drama. Joe (Roy 
Schneider) likes wine, women 
and song — but not necessarily 
in that order. He is constantly 
testing life and people and the 
movie is a crypto-epitaph of the 
man’s struggles. A white lace 
enshrouded Angel of Death 
(Jessica Lange) has dialogues 
with Joe on an empty, litter- 
strewn stage and through 
cross-cutting illustrative 

examples of how Joe sees him¬ 
self show us where the bullshit 
ends and the awful truth 
emerges. Life is a stage for 
mankind, but the stage is Joe 
Gideon’s life. We are treated to 
rehearsals for a Broadway 
show and see how Joe has 
come to assimilate them to the 
point where he believes that all 
life is a rehearsal. If he doesn’t 
get it right the first time — and 
he doesn’t because he is a per¬ 
fectionist — he thinks he’ll have 
numerous replays. By the end 
he’s in intensive care with a 
heart seizure, and he still hasn’t 
learned that he can’t upstage 
death. The film’s finale is a deli¬ 
ciously awful production num¬ 
ber around his hospital death¬ 
bed. His life flashes before us in 
musical songs. His wonderful 
mistress (Ann Reinking), his 
loving dutiful wife (Leland 
Palmer) and his daughter 
(Erzsebet Foldi) dance and sing 
familiar songs tht sum up his 
treatment of them. Joe is self- 
absorbed and not surprisingly 
since all this is autobiographical 
so is Fosse’s version of his life. 
If the film goes on for too long 


the character in the film shows 
us why — it’s the only film ever 
to offer its own explanation for 
its style and execution. It’s clear 
that Fosse is a genius full of 
faults. 

ALL THAT JAZZ is loaded 
with excuses and apologies and 
the compulsive love of the¬ 
atrics. And as another movie 
has already taught us — Love 
means never having to say 
you’re sorry. You are either 
going to love this film or be 
sorry you wasted your time 
with it. 

CHAPTER TWO 

This film proves that not all 
playwrights live in fantasy 
worlds. Neil Simon created this 
autobiographical film with char¬ 
acters fresh from the inside of a 
fortune cookie. It’s a shame be¬ 
cause there are hints of genu¬ 
ine wit and compassion evident 
throughout the two hour 
comedy-drama expanded from 
his own Broadway play. 

Simon’s first wife died, he 
suffered great angst, met an 
actress named Marcia Mason, 
remarried, suffered great angst, 
and lived happily ever after. 
The film follows that but subju¬ 
gates the reality with over¬ 
blown pathos and a continual 
bombarding of sarcastic gag¬ 
lines. A cute subplot about 
marital infidelity allows Valerie 
Harper, still preparing her 
gaunt body for the Bangladesh 
500, to shine for a few 
moments. 

James Caan, miscast as 
writer George Schneider a.k.a. 
Neil Simon, seems vulnerable 
enough and occasionally offers 
proof that he may indeed be 
able to act. But he doesn’t have 
a cha'nce with the ever brilliant 
Marcia Mason who captures 
our empathy and attention. 
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She had the difficult job to play 
a role that is modeled on her 
real life and make it seem like a 
role and not her actual self. 
She succeeds in spite of 
dialogue such as: “Let’s not 
build our hopes down,” and 
“Necessity is the mother of 
calamity.” 

BEING THERE 

BEING THERE could be 
taken as a classical drama ex¬ 
cept that it makes us laugh until 
we hurt. Because the film — 
adapted by Jerry Kosinski from 
his novel — can be interpreted 
on many levels successfully it 
has that mark of a classic — a 
film to be discussed and argued 
about by anyone who sees it. 
Peter Sellers in the perform¬ 
ance of his career portrays 
Chance, a 50ish gardener 
whose entire body of knowl¬ 
edge is based on what he’s 
seen on TV, which he literally 
watches every waking hour. 
Forced into the real unprotect¬ 
ed world outside the garden, 
he’s cared for all his life, 
Chance innocently and unin¬ 
tentionally impresses people 
with his horticultural aphor¬ 
isms. The first is Eve Rand, the 
wife of the most influential man 
in the U.S. (Shirley MacLaine 
and Melvyn Douglas). By the 
end, Chance will become 
President of the United States 
because of his gardening skills. 

Director Hal Ashby (SHAM¬ 
POO/HAROLD AND 

MAUDE) paces the film with an 
unnoticeable slowness, forces 
us to watch the TV fare that 
Chance enjoys and to see the 
world from Chance’s simpleton 
viewpoint. Thus, the ridiculous 
events are given a credibility 
despite what our own intelli¬ 
gence tells us could never 
happen. 

The performances by 
MacLaine and Douglas are 
stunningly real and frightening¬ 
ly vulnerable, only adding 
more credence that a TV-bred 
nincompoop could have 
people believing he’s a genius. 


We may laugh hard and con¬ 
tinuously at the events in 
BEING THERE, but we are 
only laughing at ourselves and 
our culture, and when you 
think about it, that’s sad. 
BEING THERE is a pointed, 
allegorical statement about our 
life and times, and . you 
shouldn’t leave it to chance to 
see it. Just see it! 

DON GIOVANNI 

Director Joseph Losey has 
had his share of hits and 
bombs, but with his filming of 
“Don Giovanni” the score- 
board is clearly weighted on the 
land-mine side. Just how one 
could take as felicitous and 


grand an opera as Mozart’s 
“Don Giovanni” and make it 
boring is probably one of the 
most difficult of creative tasks. 
Losey has made simply bad 
film and ragged opera. 

Because his cast — all opera 
stars — recorded the score first 
and then lipsynched to it during 
filming the immediacy of the 
singing is lost. It sounds like 
a perfectly controlled studio re¬ 
cording no matter where the 
actors happen to be — in a 
cavernous, echoey rotunda or 
in the broad open areas of a 
Venice canal. Apparently the 
synching didn’t go as well as 
planned so Losey lowered the

marriage of love and security. 
Judy Davis, also making her 
film debut, is superb as the 
young woman coming of age. 
The camera lovingly photo¬ 
graphs the Australian back 
country as well as unreservedly 
facing the harsh milieu of 
poverty. If the relationship with 
her suitor (Sam Neill) is as not 
clearly drawn as it could be, 
blame it on the misplaced pre¬ 
occupation with its modern day 
feminist observations.

Much of the amusement 
stems from the inventive direc¬ 
tion by Gene Saks which in¬ 
cludes the clever use of a four 
piece on-stage combo to pro¬ 
vide musical accompaniment 
as well as commentary and 
counseling to the actors on 
stage. 

In addition, Tom and Dick 
Smothers, the show’s stars, 
take excellent advantage of 
script segments that seem to 
have been tailored to their 
familiar brand of repartee and 
provide some splendidly comic 
moments, the most memorable 
of which is an hilarious, com¬ 
pulsive strip by Tom as he hesi- 
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tatingly prepares for the multi¬ 
ple sex experience with is best 
friend and their wives. The in¬ 
evitable attempt at the orgy, 
complete with a manual of in¬ 
structions to guide the swinging 
neophytes, is equally diverting 
with Tom playing the bumbling 
clown to the droller antics of his 
brother and the women. 

The show is less successful in 
its musical turns. Cy Coleman’s 
score is short on substance. 
Only two songs — the rag- 
timey “Hey There, Good 
Times” and a countrified 
“Someone Wonderful I 
Missed” — stand out, the latter 
enhanced by the performances 
of co-stars Maureen Maloney 
and Louisa Flaningam. Only 
one number — a toe-tapping 
survey of the current drug 
scene called “Everybody 
Today Is Turning On” — rises 
beyond standard lyrical fare 
and is given its due in a smart 
delivery by the brothers 
Smothers. 

Overall, once I LOVE MY 
WIFE overcomes the inertia of 
a dull (and sexist) first third, it 
becomes a playful sex romp 
and a savory vehicle for the 
Smothers Brothers’ inimitable 
comic style.

film lighting which hides the 
actors’ mouths and unfortu¬ 
nately everything else as well.

Where is the Vienna 
of My Dreams?

Last Fall the Vienna State 
Opera made a much-heralded 
visit to the United States with 
performances at the Kennedy 
Center in Washington, D.C., 
and some concert dates in New 
York. Watching several per¬ 
formances revealed a strange 
imbalance. The sounds coming 
out of the chorus and orchestra 
were spectacular. Their musi¬ 
cal impact was devastating. But 
the work which came from the 
soloists was uneven, and often 
mediocre. 

As reported, the most unfor¬ 
tunate sounds came from 
Gwyneth Jones. Ms. Jones ap¬ 
peared as Leonora in F1DELIO 
and as a soloist in a perform¬ 
ance of Beethoven’s 9th. There 
is no doubt that she possesses a 
mighty voice and impressive 
instrument. Her inability to 
control and focus the voice 
have led to frightening results. 
Sitting through her perform¬ 
ance in FIDELIO, I was .im¬ 
pressed, as always, with her 
ardent portrayal of Leonora". 
But alas, the sounds coming 
from her throat were downright 
painful to hear. Most of the 
principals were a bit shaky, in¬ 
cluding Jess Thomas as Flore- 
stan. Only Lucia Popp scored 
as the spunky Marzelline. 


JUSTONETOUCH 
WITH MY MAGIC WAND 

What brought special interest 
to the VSO’s American visit 
was the vintage talent on the 
podium. Leonard Bernstein, 
Zubin Mehta and Karl Bohm 
shared the conducting chores. 
The sounds they drew from the 
musicians were phenomenal — 
whether it be the measured de¬ 
tail of Bohm’s Mozart work, the 
impassioned excesses of Bern¬ 
stein’s attacks on Beethoven or 
the sheer sensuality of Strauss’ 
eroticism, in which Mehta wal¬ 
lowed somewhere down in the 
pit. With these electrifying 
sounds filling the house, I was 
astounded to hear music critics 
picking apart each perform¬ 
ance like morticians dissecting 
a cadaver. The Music Critics 
Association was holding its 
annual meeting to coincide 
with the VSO’s visit. Pressures 
were high to indulge in one- 
upmanship. Several critics 
haughtily smirked about Bern¬ 
stein’s St. Vitus dance on the 
podium. They were less con¬ 
cerned with the music than 
with the personalities. With 
great disdain, many pooh- 
poohed an exciting perform¬ 
ance of Beethoven’s 9th as a 
merely passable performance. 
How they could be THAT clini- 
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cal when faced with such raw, 
impassioned music just beats 
me. Maybe some of those 
people should invest in sup¬ 
positories rather than musical 
scores. Their ability to enjoy a 
performance in spite of them¬ 
selves remains questionable. 

There were, of course, items 
about which one could quibble. 
The selection of repertoire was 
not destined to make people 
■ jump up and down in their 
seats. Washington being the 
political town, the audience 
seemed more hyped up to 
spotting celebrities and diplo¬ 
mats in the ^audience. There 
was a noticeable underplay of 
restlessness throughout the 
auditorium. But once the cur¬ 
tain goes up, it’s what’s on 
stage that counts. 

GIVE ME HEAD! 

I have seen Leonie Rysanek 
perform SALOME many times. 
It is a special, tender event — 
that of a soprano who under¬ 
stands the vocal workings of 
Strauss’ music, but who will 
never be a 17-year-old sex kit¬ 
ten. Rysanek gave a sterling 
vocal performance, but she 
was not at all helped by Bole- 
slaw Barlog’s clumsy direction. 
Much of the action was stifled 
by Jurgen Rose’s treacherous 
set, which prevented Rysanek 
from taking full charge of the 
stage. Rose built a series of 
steep stairs which are nigh im¬ 
possible to mount while blow¬ 
ing one’s guts out. His set and 
costume designs employed a 
Beardsley motif which held" its 
novelty for about five minutes 
and then lost its effect. His 
elaborate costume work was 
lost past the fifth row. Ruth 
Hesse made a blowsy Herod- 
ias. Hans Beirer was adequate 
as Herod, but the production 
lacked the raw, visceral sensa¬ 
tions of Oscar Wilde’s famed 
depravity. I have a lot of 
trouble with productions of 
SALOME which make Herod’s 
court look like a glossy picture 
postcard. That was a real sleazy 
palace and should be depicted 
as such. 

BLESS THE OLD PRO 

The best performance I saw 
came after the Music Critics As¬ 
sociation conference had fin¬ 
ished. This fall I’ve been over¬ 
fed on Ponnelle’s productions. 
But his treatment of Mozart’s 
LE NOZZE DI FIGARO was a 
delight. (Keep in mind — I 
used to hate this opera with a 
passion.) Much of the joy came 
from Ponnelle’s deft direction 
and the ensemble work of a 
sensitive cast. Once again, 
Walter Berry walked off with 
the evening, delivering as natu¬ 
ral and earthy an interpretation 
of Figaro as one could hope 
for. Berry is a miracle. He is so 
honest and captivating that the 
audience forgets the solid musi¬ 
cianship and fine vocal work 
which support his perform¬ 
ances. Love that man!! He was 
ably backed by Lucia Popp (a 
wonderful Susanna) and 
Trudeliese Schmidt as the 
pubescent Cherubino. 

Gundula Janowitz’s Countess 
sounded a bit cold, but she 
worked with mischievous glee 
to remind the audience that this 
was, after all, the same spunky' 
Rosina we §aw in Rossini’s 
BARBER OF SEVILLE. 

A telling insight into the 
genius of Ponnelle’s direction 
versus the banality of many 
music critics came at a crucial 
moment in the opera. After an 
angry aria, Count Almaviva 
exited upstage through a set of 
double doors into Figaro’s 
wedding party. Not having re¬ 
covered his composure, the 
Count turned around, came 
back downstage and briefly 
faced the audience. Then he 
made his exit once more, en¬ 
tering an antechamber where 
the confounded wedding

guests awaited their master’s 
presence at the wedding. It was 
a moment of human weak¬ 
ness, beautifully staged. Yet 
many critics insisted it was a 
tasteless way for Ponnelle to 
steal a solo bow for the Count. 
Maybe — just possibly — if 


these critics would take their 
heads out of the goddamned 
score and watch what’s hap¬ 
pening onstage, they would 
learn that some operas are writ¬ 
ten about the frailty of man¬ 
kind. In stage terms that means 
real people. Even in Mozart. 


Annual Awards Benefit 


Cable Car Profits Go To 
Gay Organizations 


Last week the Board of Di¬ 
rectors of the 1980 Cable Car 
Awards & Show announced 
the distribution of proceeds 
realized from the annual benefit 
held early this month. 

The Board unanimously 
voted to distribute $950 to or¬ 
ganizations within the Gay 
community. The Cable Car 
Awards donated $350 to the 
Council of Emperors for the 
purchase of an additional vot¬ 
ing machine for use throughout 
the community. The new 
voting machine, together with 
one purchased in the commu¬ 
nity recently, will be a signifi¬ 
cant asset to organizations 


throughout the Gay commu¬ 
nity. The Board also voted to 
distribute $200 each to the 
newly formed San Francisco 
Lesbian and Gay Mqn’s Com¬ 
munity Chorus and to the San 
Francisco Gay Symphony Or¬ 
chestra. Both organizations are 
currently working with the 
Golden Gate Performing Arts.

Vinyl an Trial

One thing that distinguishes 
us Gays from the mass of men 
is our excessive discretionary 
income. That doesn’t mean we 
all get paid under the table. It 
means that without the wife 
and kids to support we can take 
that money and spend it on all 
manner of exotic lubricants, in¬ 
toxicants, and culture. It’s 
frightening really. You’ve paid 
up your membership in the 
gym and the tubs, bought your 
season tickets to ACT and the 
Opera, invested in a couple of 
Victorians in the Fillmore, 
stocked your medicine cabinet 
and sterling silver stash box, 
bought kuggerands for all your 
boyfriends, vacationed in 
Aspen and Puerta Vallerta, 
bought your mother a new car, 
and you still have this gro¬ 
tesque wad of bills, more like a 
tumor than a codpiece, stretch¬ 
ing your clothes out of shape. 
You’d love to buy some rec¬ 
ords, but it has all gotten so 
confusing lately. Disco is get¬ 
ting old in a hurry, and even 
the B-52’s sound a lot better on 
the dance floor than at home, 
and all these groups you never 
heard of are asking the price of 
a good meal for a record it’s 
liable to take you a week to de¬ 
cide you don’t like. 

It’s a great burden this discre¬ 
tionary income. You see, the 
burden is on us to buy those 
records, to support culture 
when no one else can afford to: 
The Gay man’s burden. Look, 
it’s worse for me. 1 get records 
for free, so it doesn’t even help 
me unload those sacks of 
money littering the pantry. I’m 
sympathetic, though. I want to 
help. Right now there are new 
lps by Linda Ronstadt, Elvis 
Costello, Warren Zevon, and 
Bob Seeger that I haven’t even 
listened to yet. Even if you buy 
them all, you’ll' still be gro¬ 
tesquely wealthy, so let me 
commend some discs that have 
won these jaded ears — rec¬ 
ords you might have missed. 

1. LONDON CALLING, 
The Clash (Epic): Even if you 
didn’t like their earlier lps, and 
your taste in rock quits with the 
Rolling Stones, you ought to 
check out this two lp set which 
is nothing short of monumen¬ 
tal. The bows to reggae and 
rockabilly are rightful claims on 
roots of rebellion as stepping 
out, but The Clash seem wise 
to the lethal dangers of revolt 
into ecstasy. Listen to the hilari¬ 
ous and riveting tune to Gay- 
tragic Monty Cliff, “The Right 
Profile,” or their answer to the 


rebel going to seed of Spring¬ 
steen’s “Racing In The Street,” 
on “Death or Glory.” They 
match a self-parody, of revolu¬ 
tion as a dance craze on “Rev¬ 
olution Rock,” with the driving 
call to resist repression of 
“Working for the Clamp- 
down.” The title cut is a rave- 
up apocalyptic vision, and you 
can dance to it. This disc has 
wit, passion, and panache to 
burn, and I think it’s great the 
way they rhyme “hateful” with 
“paid for.” 

2. OK, you’re still not con¬ 
vinced; afraid that one will 
sound like an artillery range. 
Say you like female vocalists 
with a touch of country and 
that California blush and you 
were kind of disappointed with 
the discs Linda, Emmylou, 
Karla Bonhoff, and Carlene 
Carter put out last year? I’ve 
got just the ticket: RIGHT OR 
WRONG by Roseanne Cash 
(Epic). This is big John’s 
daughter and she is married to 
Rodney Crowell, a marvelous 
songwriter who works with 
Emmylou Harris, who is on the 
lp which is produced by her 
husband Brian Ahern. The 
record is a warm marvel, 
stronger than Emmylou’s first, 
’cause this woman has a much 
richer voice. Just slip on the 
second side and drop me a 
check in the mail. 

3. While we’re talking about 
women, let’s get a little more 
daring and, yeah, exciting, and 
tune in Ms. Chrisse Hynde who 
put out a single last year of an 
old Ray Davies tune, “Stop 
Your Sobbing,” which ranks 
with the best of the Ronnettes. 
The lp is out now: PRETEND¬ 
ERS, by the Pretenders (Sire) 
and if it’s not all as strong as 
that single, much of it is. 
Hynde’s Dusty Springfield/ 
Ronnie Spector vocal over a 
Ventures’ guitar line on “Kid” is 
the tops. She is tough and 
erotic; side-stepping the bitchy 
petulance of the^early Blondie 
and the downy vacancy of late 
Blondie. There is some over¬ 
writing and recurrent misgiv¬ 
ings about derivative “steals,” 
but this is a record not to miss. 

4. One more woman — 
toughest of the three, Ms. Mari¬ 
anne Faithful with a record 
called BROKEN ENGLISH on 
Island. Faithful was the Catho¬ 
lic waif who Mick Jagger wrote 
“As Tears Go By” for. She re¬ 
corded it in a breathy, unmem- 
orable rendition in the 60’s. 
Later they wrote “Sister Mor-

the Who and are currently 
making more exciting music 
than their heroes. They are 
working class Brits whose 
heroes were native, not 
Yankey, musicians and the ref¬ 
erences in the lyrics may be all 
but incomprehensible to a hot, 
humpy hunk out here in the 
promised land; which is prob¬ 
ably one reason that they mean 
so much to young Brits. This is 
a contemporary soundtrack for 
the youths in the film QUAD- 
ROPHENIA - tough, 
melodic, and charming. 

7. Lest you think me down 
on American music, let me re¬ 
mind you that the lads who be¬ 
gan the whole “punk” revolt 
with a smirkjng attack that 
seemed for a while like a joke 
have completed their collabo¬ 
ration with Phil Spector (who 
invented the Ronnettes, Crys¬ 
tals, etc.) to bring forth END 
OF THE CENTURY, Ramones 
(Sire). Lots of folks wondered 
how the 3-chord-wonders 
would fare with the baroque 
attack of the man who invent- 


phine” together. Faithful has 

been down to the bottom and 

come back to tell it with a voice 

marked by the journey; a voice 
that has dragged across the 
pavement, howled through 
places where pain and pleasure 
became indistinguishable, and 
has earned a fierce, even wise 
dignity. Incidentally, the title 
cut and the brazen “Why D’ya 
Do It” are nearly disco. The 
language in the latter got the 
disc all but banned in Britain. 
Can you imagine Donna 
Summer singing, “Every time I 
see your cock, I see her cunt in 
my bed.” No, not even Grace 
Jones. 

5. Speaking of dancing, you 

may have heard that all the 
rage in the UK is the ska re 1 * * * * 5 6 
vival. This is party music; a 
sparse and wacky amalgam of 
r&b and calypso, later to 
evolve into reggae. The real 
McCoy is available on a spiffy 
sampler: INTENSIFIED! 

ORIGINAL SKA ’62-66 
(Mango). It often sounds as if it 
were recorded in a trash can, 
and features a lazy wacky pace 
that may confuse those ad¬ 
dicted to disco’s sledgehammer 
rhythm. Moving over to the 
new lps by The Specials 
(Chrysalis) produced by Elvis 
Costello, and ONE STEP BE¬ 
YOND by Madness might 
remedy that. They take their 
ska with a punky drive. All 
three come recommended, 
along with a record of New 
Orleans party music, while 
we’re at it: THE WILD CHAP- 
ITOULIS (Island). The Specials 
are tighter than Madness, but 
not so irrepressibly nutty. 

6. We can’t leave the British 
Isles without a plug for the lp j 
which swamped The Clash, 
Marianne, The Specials, and 
everybody else in the New 
Musical Express’ recent Read¬ 
ers’ Poll. SETTING SONS by 
the Jam on Polydor is a won¬ 
derful lp by a trio who adore 
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ALL OF OUR FRIENDS,

ed the “wall of sound.” The 
answer is: damn fine. I didn’t 
really believe in the Ramones 
until their ROAD TO RUIN lp, 
and maybe you will start believ¬ 
ing in them now. You get the 
celebratory “Rock 4 n’ Roll 
Radio,” an overwhelming re¬ 
make of “Baby I Love You,” a 
soft ballad, “Danny Says,” and 
nine other sides of unmistake- 
ably, irresistably American 
rock. Sure the drive can get 
oppressive, but they are 
hilarious. 

8. If you prefer your power- 
pop more in the Cars/Knack 
arena, let me insist that you 
find 20/20 by 20/20 on Epic. 
This group got all but lost in the 
blizzard of groups that followed 
the Knack out of the bullpen 
and that’s too bad. They have 
tough, bright songs and great 
harmonies. 1 mean really, they 
can sing. The songs don’t linger 
in the memory, but they are al¬ 
ways a pleasure to hear. You 
know, “What’s that? Turn up 
the radio.” 

9. If you are a jazz fan, and I 
mean hard bop and swing, I’m 
amazed you’re still with me. 
You’ll want a different kind of 
break, and may I recommend 
GREAT ENCOUNTERS by the 
magnificent, sardonic tenor sax 
master Dexter Gordon 
(Columbia). This is a great im¬ 
provement over Gordon’s last 
pre-embalmed CBS release,

and it is also curious. Side one 
features two burning, duelling 
duets recorded live with fellow 
sax-man Jimmy Griffin. This is 
stunning combative playing, 
not cocktail music. Side two 
features two numbers with the 
late Eddie Jefferson singing his 
lyrics matched to the horn’s 
phrasing, an object lesson to 
Joni Mitchell in the craft as an 
art. The third cut is a lustrous 
telling of Monk’s “Ruby My 
Dear.” The shifts in style show¬ 
case a range that is a stone 
wonder. 

All right, that makes for a 
dozen discs, and I know that 
listening to all those is a rough 
order, but no one ever said this 
being a homosexual was going 
to be easy. I had to listen to 
120 records to find these 
twelve, so stop grousing. 

I couldn’t close without men¬ 
tioning one of those 120 which 
I suggest you boycott. See the 
folks who brought you the Vil¬ 
lage People, Casablanca Rec¬ 
ords, realized that Hodo and 
the lads were lost forever to us, 
so they cooked up a group so 
offensive, so Gay-for-days that 
. straights would never bite. 
They named them The Skatt 
Brothers and had them record 
everything from lame country 
ballads to a grotesque S/M rant 
about “ramming my tool down 
your throat until you choke.” 
The vacant vocal is ultimately 
prim and ridiculous. The 
record isn’t funny, though, it is 
banal and obnoxious. This is a 
piece of cheap exploitation of a 
class with the movie “Cruis¬ 
ing.” You’ve got to be some 
kind of jerk to spend your 
money on the album or movie, 
but I know that with all that 
cash, and those obligations to 
culture it can get confusing. 
Hell, I once nearly bought 
“Everything You Always 
Wanted to Know About Sex” 
until I glanced at the part about 
hospital emergency rooms 
being clogged with homos with 
shot glasses and lightbulbs up 
their rectums. I settled for “Hot 
Butt Halfback,” a much more 
instructive read.

Driving east from Montego 
Bay you must visit Rose Hall 
Great House,— the grandest 
and most famous great house 
in the West Indies. Beautifully 
restored, the haunted Rose 
Hall was the home of the 
wicked Annie Palmer, the 
White Witch of Jamaica. Quite 
a few deaths occurred here, in¬ 
cluding Annie’s own when she 
was done in by her lover who 
had helped her bump off her 
husband. 

Continuing east along the 
north coastal road of Jamaica, 
we reach midpoint Runaway 
Bay. A great location for the 
relaxing Runaway Beach Hotel 


& Golf Club. Here they have 
lighted tennis courts, horseback 
riding, and two golf courses. 
The 152 guest rooms have pri¬ 
vate balconies or terraces that 
overlook the gardens or prob¬ 
ably the loveliest beach in 
Jamaica. Tour packages here 
include round trip transfers 
from Montego Bay. Very 
friendly staff and management, 
and very potent rum punches. 

Driving east, we come to the 
Ocho Rios area where more 
great and classic resort hotels 
abound. I stayed at the 
Jamaica Hilton a little west of 
town, a classy hotel with a nice 
stretch of beach and good din-

If we have only the book to 
judge by, we can well ask what 
all the controversy is about. 
No, I haven’t seen the film. But 
this 1970 novel, on which the 
screen version is based, merits 
no special attention. 

John Lynch, a young good 
looking police officer, is as¬ 
signed, along with several 
other cops, to pose as Gay 
hustlers in the streets of New 
York. He is serving as bait for a 
killer of queers. 

Walker provides us with a 
fair amount of suspense. Un¬ 
fortunately, the ending is a 
major disappointment. Walker 
has done little homework, as 
displayed in his writing. The 
let-down comes from what is 
not revealed. The reader is 
shown little of the Gay bar 
scene or what the world of any 
Gay scene is really about. The 
view is strictly heterosexual. 
The straight observer is looking 


at those freaky people out 
there. Aren’t they weird? 

The story offers little action 
or excitement. Interior dialogue 
flows through page after page. 
We continue waiting for some¬ 
thing to happen. So, as the film 
isn’t any more provocative than 
Walker’s effort, why worry? He 
cares little about the homo¬ 
sexual sub-culture. He merely 
utilizes it as an excuse for a 
lame thriller. 

Let us hope all efforts to stop 
Cruising from appearing on 
the silver screen will soon 
cease. Simply damn the thing 
with faint praise and it will 
wither away all by itself. If we 
raise hell, all the world will beat 
a path to the theater door. The 
average moviegoer will burn 
with curiosity. 

There is no evidence that 
those viewing Cruising will be 
gripped with the urge to go on 
a killing spree. This, as George 
Bernard Shaw pointed out, is 
like saying that after seeing a 
performance of OEDIPUS 
REX we will rush from the 
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ing. Here, too, the service was 
good and friendly. The hotel is 
only 5 minutes away from one 
of the “must do” attractions, 
the Dunn’s River Falls, where 
on Thursday nights a 
sumptuous banquet is held on 
the torch-lit beach next to the 
tumbling white cascades of the 
famed Dunn’s River Falls. The 
menu is gloriously Jamaican 
and usually features roast suck¬ 
ling pig, fried bananas and 
breadfruit. Reggae and rum 
punches set the mood of the 
evening, the highlight being 
climbing the falls. 

There are other hotels to 
choose from. Centrally located 
is the Mallards Beach-Hyatt, a 
super modern hotel right on 
the beach. Next to it is the 
Inter-Continental Ocho Rios. 
Gourmet dining here. Both 
hotels are within easy walking 
distance to duty free shopping 
at Pineapple Place. Don’t for¬ 
get to purchase the excellent 
Jamaican Blue- Mountain cof¬ 
fee to take home. Famous 
hotels in. the Ocho Rios area 
are Plantation Inn, which is 
opposite Coconut Grove 
where one can find disco and 
fine dining (Chez Robert). 
Jamaica Inn on the beach is the 
kind of establishment where 
jacket and tie are required. I 
was most impressed with the 
San Souci with its 80 beautiful 
apartments and two pools. A 
stunner! 

Other tourist attractions and 
activities include going to the 
Shaw Park Garden Party held 
Tuesday afternoons where you 
can sip tea English style and 
listen to the Jamaica Military 
Band amidst beautiful gardens. 
Or spend a Jamaican Night on 
the White River by taking a 
canoe ride up the torch-lit 
White River for dinner, drinks 
(open bar) and floor show 
under the stars. This is held 
Sunday evenings. 

In the daytime visit some 
plantations, or watch a polo 
match, or play tennis, ride a 
horse, or just relax around a 
pool or on the beach. Water 
sports are available for those so 
inclined. Discovering Jamaica 
can easily consume a full week 
of sightseeing if you wish.

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Nude Beach Activists 
To Meet In San Francisco

It is estimated that California 
now has over 60 known nude 
beaches along its coastline with 
about three million nude bath¬ 
ers using these beaches annual¬ 
ly. While only two of these 
beaches which are privately 
sanctioned are completely 
legal, nude bathers since the 
mid-sixties have been forming 
organizations seeking the legal¬ 
ization of clothing-optional 
beaches at designated areas. 


Today the Free Beaches 
headquarters located in 
Oshkosh, Wisconsin, lists over 
50 groups around the United 
States striving for their place in 
the sun. Lee Baxandall, who 
heads the national Free Beach¬ 
es Documentation Center, re¬ 
cently presented to the U.S. 
National Recreation and Parks 
Conference a brand new slide 
and tape show entitled “Nude 
Recreation in America” at the 


New Orleans Super Dome. 
This excellent presentation was 
so well received that Mr. Bax¬ 
andall is bringing the exhibit to 
San Francisco on Saturday 
night, March 29, at 150 Eureka 
Street from 7 to 9PM. The 
event is free and anyone inter¬ 
ested in attending the discus¬ 
sion concerning the legal situ¬ 
ation for the coming summer is 
most welcome. 

Speakers from various 
beaches around San Diego, 
Los Angeles, Santa Barbara, 
and San Francisco will be 
speaking. Also, a full color film 
on Black’s Beach will be 
screened. This famous San 
Diego nude beach won world 
fame several years back when it 
became legally sanctioned as a 
clothing-optional beach. Later 
city residents narrowly voted to 
close down the beach in a 
heated city election. Despite 
the ban, Black’s Beach still has 
as many as 50,000 nude 
bathers on a single warm day. 
Activists there plan to get this 
beach back on the city ballot 
this year. 

Special guest of the San 
Francisco event will be Louis 
Abolafia, who is running as the 
nude candidate for President of 
the U.S. He will discuss his 
platform and campaign which 
he started in 1968. 

Charles Finley will serve as 
the Master of Ceremonies and 
will discuss his petition drive to 
stop the arrests against nude 
bathers along the Russian River 
area. Mr. Finley recently led 
the nude bathers in a unit of the 
March on Sacramento parade. 

All enthusiasts for clothing- 
optional legal recreation areas 
are urged to attend this impor¬ 
tant meeting.

GAY-STRAIGHT 
ISSUE SETTLED? 

At its last meeting, the GSL 
Exec Board announced what is 
hoped to be a workable solu¬ 
tion for this issue which just re¬ 
fuses to be left to die. The GSL 
is a GAY league, formed by 
and for the Gay community. 
However, it has realized that 
there are legitimate friends of 
the community whose contri¬ 
butions are very real, though 
their sexuality may be 
“hetero-.” So as not to exclude 
those people, the rule as stands 
will be that the manager of any 
team will be required to submit 
the name of any straight player 
to the board at the time of sub¬ 
mitting the final roster. Accom¬ 
panying must be an explana¬ 
tion of why that player should 
be accepted as a member of 
what might be termed the 
“greater” Gay community. 
Final rosters are due the 
second week of regular play, 
and each will be distributed to 
all other managers, who will 
then have one week to chal¬ 
lenge any player’s “creden¬ 
tials.” To avoid a double¬ 
jeopardy situation, the Board 
will entertain only one chal¬ 
lenge per player, make its deci¬ 
sion, and answer any further 
inquiries with that first, final 
decision.

Big Brother Set Back 
in Kalamazoo? 


MASTURBATION NOT “GROSS INDECENCY” 


Kalamazoo, MI 

Television surveillance of a 
highway rest stop reminiscent 
of “1984” caused a circuit court 
judge here to dismiss “gross in¬ 
decency” charges against a 
dozen men arrested last Octo¬ 
ber by video police. Police in¬ 
stalled thousands of dollars of 
television monitoring and 
taping equipment at a U.S. 
Highway 131 rest stop near 
here and proceeded with an 
“investigation” which resulted 
in the arrest of more than 42 
men, ranging in age from 18 to 
66, including a clergyman, 
businessmen, two school

teachers and several profes¬ 
sionals. Kalamazoo Circuit 
Court Judge C.H. Mullen dis¬ 
missed charges against a dozen 
of the men in a ruling that said 
that television monitoring of 
rest rooms by police “creates a 
Big Brother atmosphere.” 

Five other cases were thrown 
out of court by County District 
Court Judge Peter Westra. 
After being arrested for alleged 
mutual masturbation, two men 
had their charges dropped in 
court when the judge refused 
to consider their restroom 
activity an “act of gross in¬ 
decency.” In the other three 
cases Judge Westra ruled that 
search warrant laws do not 
cover the gathering of evidence 
by clandestine cameras and 
video recorders. The judge ex¬ 
pressed “very strong doubts 
about this kind of surveillance 
activity.”
